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Local Agents Are 
Raising an Issue 


Call Attention to Fire Insurance 
Practices of Life Com- 
panies 


MUCH INTEREST IS SEEN 


National Association of Insurance 
Agents at Midyear Meeting Will 
Tackle the Question 


One of the issues that is likely to 
be discussed at the mid-year meeting 
of the National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents in Atlanta the week of 
April 6 is the practices of life com- 
panies in handling the fire insurance 
on foreclosed properties. 

A good many of the local fire and 
casualty agents feel that they are being 
treated shabbily by the life companies 
on this score. Many of the life com- 


panies, as soon as they foreclose and 
come into the active management of a 
property, take the fire insurance away 
from the local agent and place it 
through a non-resident broker or some- 
times direct with an “unorthodox” com- 
pany, 
Many Agents Are Bitter 


The repetition of this procedure thou- 
sands of times has engendered a spirit 
of bitterness among a good many local 
agents. Some of the critics say that 
the life companies probably do not ap- 
preciate that they are flouting the Amer- 
ican agency system and are not doing 
so deliberately but that the situation 
has simply never been forcefully 
brought to the attention of the com- 
panies. 

The local agents observe that to an 
increasing extent life insurance produc- 
tion is coming from the life depart- 
ments of general insurance agencies 
and that there is a closer relation be- 
tween local agents and life insurance 
companies, Therefore, the agents con- 
tend that their position in the fire and 
casualty field should be respected by 
the life companies. 

Furthermore the local agents say that 
they constitute a potent legislative in- 
fluence that is just as valuable to the 
life companies as to the fire and cas- 
ualty institutions. Many of the insur- 
ance bills affect all classes of the busi- 
ness and the life companies depend to 
a large extent on the aid of fire and 
casualty interests. 

Furthermore local agents frequently 
go out against exclusively life insurance 
legislation on the theory that the prin- 
ciple involved might be extended to 
cover fire and casualty. For instance, 
agents in several states haye helped to 
hold the line against legislation such as 
the Robertson law of Texas which re- 
quires life companies operating in that 
State to invest 75 percent of their as- 
sets behind reserves on Texas policies 
in Texas securities. 





Capital Increases by Many 
Carriers 1936 Development 





REVERSE DEPRESSION ACTION 





Find Low Capitalization Hindrance in 
Getting Business; More 
Expected to Act 





NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—This year, it is 
anticipated, will witness an increase in 
the capital of several fire companies, re- 
versing action taken during the depres- 
sion period, when a number of offices 
reduced capital in order to strengthen 
net surplus accounts, weakened through 
the great shrinkage in security values. 

Thus early in 1936 several companies 
formally have notified of their purpose 
to add to capital and others it is pre- 
dicted soon will take similar action. 

Companies operating with capital of 
less than $1,000,000 find themselves 
handicapped in getting business, particu- 
larly on properties in which financial 
institutions have an interest. These con- 
cerns, especially in larger cities, have a 
fixed policy of refusing to accept indem- 
nity from fire companies possessing less 
than a million dollar capital, regardless 
of aggregate assets or sufficiency of net 
surpluses. 

Capital in the fire field is more than 
ample to carry the business of the coun- 
try, and has been so for many years. 
To secure proper agency representation, 
therefore, a company stands small 
chance unless it has at least a million 
dollars capital, long established reputa- 
tion for service to agents and assured, 
or is a member of a fleet dominated by 
some powerful institutions. 

When early in 1935 it became evident 
the great majority if not all fire com- 
panies would show substantial profit as 
a result of the combination of reduced 
losses and advance in the market value 
of securities, it was taken for granted 
some of them, at least, would share their 
prosperity with stockholders either 
through extra dividends or stock divi- 
dends. A considerable number already 
have elected the first course, while 
others have made capital increases. 


Government Starts Work on 
National Insurance Census 








The bureau of census of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce has started actual 
work on the insurance census, part of 
the natic--vide business census for 1935 
conducted with work relief funds. 

The insurance census will be divided 
in five classifications—life, fire and al- 
lied lines, marine, casualty, fidelity and 
surety; and personal accident and health 
insurance. There will be no breakdown, 
however, on the individual lines. There 
will be a breakdown, though, for states, 
cities and sections on the figures as a 
whole. 

Three questionnaires are being used. 
The first, known as the insurance car- 
rier schedule, covers premium income, 
operating expenses, employment, and 
payrolls of home offices. The second, 
insurance branch, departmental and of- 
fice schedule, covers the same ground 
for offices supported by carrier compa- 


nies. The third covers all types of 
agents and brokers, including part- 
timers.

to Secure Russian Funds

SUPREME COURT IN RULING 





Finds Government Claims Should Be 
Presented to Lower Courts as 
With Other Claimants 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—Efforts of 
the federal government to secure title 
to approximately $2,500,000 remaining 
to the credit of the First Russian, 
Northern of Moscow and Moscow Fire, 
liquidated by the New York insurance 
department after fall of the Czarist 
government in 1917, met with a setback 
when the United States Supreme Court 
unanimously refused to interfere with 
arrangements made by New York 
courts. 

The court held, however, the gov- 
ernment is not precluded from present- 
ing its claims before proper courts, but 
ruled it must do so in the same manner 
as any other claimant. 


Government's Argument 


The government based its claim on 
the agreement made when the Soviet 
government was recognized in 1933, 
under which the Soviet government as- 
signed to the United States any claims 
it might have against funds of the com- 
panies. 

Chief Justic Hughes read the opin- 
ion, which declared “the principle, ap- 
plicable to both federal and state courts, 
that the court first assuming jurisdic- 
tion over property may maintain and 
exercise that jurisdiction to the ex- 
clusion of the other, is not restricted to 
cases where property has been ac- 
tually seized under judicial process be- 
fore a second suit is instituted. It ap- 
plies as well where suits are brought to 
marshal assets, adminster trusts, or 
liquidate estates, and in suits of a sim- 
ilar nature, where, to give effect to its 
jurisdiction, the court must control the 
property.” 


Denied Contention 


The court contradicted the govern- 
ment’s contention that to allow the fed- 
eral court to pass upon its rights would 
not interfere with control of the state 
court and held that “the object of the 
suits is to take the property from the 
depositories and from the control of 
the state court, and to vest the prop- 
erty in the United States to the ex- 
clusion of all those whose claims are 
being adjudicated in the state pro- 
ceedings.” 





Sees Higher Premium Volume 


“Residence building has picked up toa 
very marked extent the past six months. 
Many people expect a home building 
boom in 1936,” according to Prof. W. B. 
Bailey, Travelers economist. There will 
be new opportunities to write residence 
fire insurance, he said. Furniture sales 
and sales of various types of home 
equipment have been brisk. Many peo- 
ple have increased the value of their 
household possessions to the point 
where they are inadequately covered by 
fire insurance. The year 1936 should re- 
sult in a materially higher premium 
volume than any year since 1929, he said.

Service Work Up 


Stock Companies of National 
Board Establish Office in 
New York 


THOS. WATTERS AT HEAD 


Fire and Casualty Stock Companies 
Unite in a Bureau to Study 
the Question 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8—The commit- 
tee on laws of the National Board in 
cooperation with the Association of 
Casualty & Surety Executives has or- 
ganized a special department to be 
known as the Underwriters Social Se- 
curity Service, to act as a clearing house 
for information in regard to the federal 
and various state social security laws. 
The department opened offices in New 
York this week. 

Watters Will Be in Charge 


The new department will be under the 
supervision of the committee and its 
counsel. The services of Attorney 
Thomas Watters, Jr., of Des Moines, 
of Lyon, Cohen, Watters & Waldridge, 
Washington, D. C., and Parrish, Guth- 
rie, Watters & Colfleash of Des Moines, 
have been obtained. The service will be 
furnished to all companies subscribing 
to the work of the committee on laws 
of the National Board and the execu- 
tives association. It will also be avail- 
able, upon application, to regional organ- 
izations of stock fire, marine, casualty, 
surety and fidelity companies at a rea- 
sonable cost. 

Up to the present time laws have been 
enacted in 11 states, but the federal act 
applies whether or not there is a state 
enactment. The object of the service 1s 
to gather all necessary data and infor- 
mation relative to social security legisla- 
tion, including both unemployment and 
old age pension laws, and the rules and 
regulations promulgated respecting them 
in the various jurisdictions, digest this 
material and furnish to subscribers that 
which is pertinent to the insurance 
business. 

Giving Subject Much Attention 


Company executives and managers are 
giving much attention to the social se- 
curity act so far as unemplayment in- 
surance is concerned. Following the de- 
cision in the District of Columbia that 
local agents are employes, companies 
find themselves confronted with a real 
problem as the relationship of employer 
and employe so far as commission 
agents is concerned has not been con- 
sidered as reasonable. Undoubtedly an 
effort will be made to have the federal 
government adopt if possible a new rul- 
ing. The decision of the District of 
Columbia applies to the unemployment 
insurance board of the district but it 1s 
being used as a precedent. In addition 
to the federal government the states are

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Michigan Not Satisfied on 
Provisions of Auto Policy 





REGARDS OTHER INSURANCE 





Hold Clause Unfair Because of Wide- 
spread Operation of Finance 
Companies in Insurance 





LANSING, MICH., Jan. 8.—Michi- 
gan department officials are expressing 
dissatisfaction with the policy provision 
of many companies writing automobile 
risks, relative to other insurance. Under 
the clause .still incorporated in the con- 
tract forms of many big stock fire com- 
panies and a lesser number of automo- 
bile specialty companies, liability is 
completely denied if other insurance 
exists. 

Such a provision, the Michigan au- 
thorities hold, is both unfair and obso- 
lete in the present-day automobile in- 
surance field, what with the widespread 
operation of finance companies which 
insist on placing a portion of the busi- 
ness for their own professed protection 
and with the general adoption by the 


casualty carriers and most of the spe- 
cialty companies, of modernized pro 
rata clauses. 


Instance in Lansing 


An instance has recently arisen in 
Lansing in which a proprietor of a 
small business purchased a new car 
and instructed his agent to transfer the 
coverage from his old machine. A 
short time later he had occasion to 
borrow a small sum of money from a 
small loan concern. This company, in 
the absence of the firm’s bookkeeper 
who kept track of such matters, issued 
a policy covering its interest in the 
mortgaged machine. Both policies con- 
tained the other-insurance clause, void- 
ing their liability if other coverage ex- 
isted. The car was stolen and both 
companies promptly denied liability. 
The matter is still before the depart- 
ment for adjustment with the com- 
panies apparently standing pat on the 
policy provision, although both ac- 
cepted premium money from the in- 
sured, directly and indirectly. 

Department officials have discussed 
the situation with some _ influential 
agents who are in perfect agreement 
with the supervisory authorities’ atti- 
tude, and it seems probable that they 
will take the matter up with the car- 
riers, either individually or through or- 
ganization auspices. 


Situation Inconsistent 


The present situation presents an in- 
consistent picture, department officials 
said, since some companies’ regular fire 
and theft policies covering automobiles 
contain the objectionable other-insur- 
ance clause while others, offered in 
combination with casualty running 
mates, do not. An effort is being made 
to determine just which companies’ 
contracts still contain the clause that 
they may be informed of the depart- 
mental attitude although the Michigan 
authorities, in the absence of a stand- 
ard policy law, cannot order any 
changes. 

The agents are expected to assume 
the attitude that, for the protection of 
the good will of their own agency or- 
ganizations, they must place all auto- 
mobile business with carriers which is- 
sue a policy containing a pro rata 
clause. If the insuring public generally 
knew of this situation, they contend, 
every agent would be definitely in- 
structed to patronize such facilities, and, 
in all cases where the agent knows of 
the existence of other coverage it is 
his obvious duty to protect his client 
by placing the business with carriers 
which would recognize their share of 
liability in event of loss.

Bissell Celebrates 50 


Years of Service Jan. 2 











RICHARD M. BISSELL 


The directors and officers of the 
Hartford Fire gave a dinner to Presi- 
dent R. M. Bissell on the occasion of 
his completion of 50 years service with 
the company, the last 23 being its chief 


executive. The event was celebrated 
Jan. 2. His father, the late George F. 
Bissell, was for many years western 


general agent. He had been a local 
agent in Iowa, then went into the field 
and was made head of the western de- 
partment in 1863. In his day George F. 
Bissell was regarded as one of the 
towering figures in western fire insur- 
ance. 


R. M. Bissell’s Career 


R. M. Bissell was born in Chicago, 
June 8, 1862. He graduated from Yale 
in 1883 and then entered the local 
agency of Moore & Janes of Chicago, 
now Moore, Case, Lyman & Hubbard, 
one of the oldest agencies of the Hart- 
ford Fire in the western field. In 
1885 he went with the Hartford Fire’s 
western department and starting from 
the bottom, advanced to various po- 
sitions and then had some experience 
in the field. Later he became assistant 
general agent in the west and became 
a member of the firm of Cofran & 
Bissell, general agents, the senior be- 
ing the late J. W. G. Cofran. 

In 1903 he was called to the home 
office as vice-president, appointed 
underwriting manager in 1909 and was

Insurance Superintendent Hits at Rate 
Reduction Unless Compensation 
Situation Is Righted 





NEW YORK, N. Y., Jan. 8.—Fol- 
lowing the reading of a communication 
from Superintendent Pink stating that 
unless the excess commission evil was 
not speedily corrected, a rate reduction 
program would likely be ordered by 
the department, the New York Fire 
Insurance Exchange at a largely at- 
tended meeting today, adopted a res- 
olution in part as follows: “We appre- 
ciate the superintendent’s interest and 
particularly his offer of assistance to 
eradicate this evil. A solution of this 
problem has been attempted and at 
present the officers of the exchange and 
the combined executive and arbitration 
committees are actively working on the 
subject. The letter of the superintend- 
ent of insurance will assist materially 
in the work already undertaken and is 
hereby referred to the joint committee 
for immediate consideration and report 
to the next meeting of the exchange. 

“It is ordered that a copy of the su- 
perintendent’s letter and this resolution 
be sent immediately to chief executives 
of all members and signatory companies. 
It is further ordered that a copy of this 
resolution be transmitted to the super- 
intendent of insurance.” 

Commenting, President J. W. Russell 
said “This is a grave situation and we 
should all consider whether or not we

Missouri Rate Cases 





ATTACK IS MADE ON O’MALLEY 





Mutuals and Reciprocals Are Taking 
Advantage of the Issue Between 
Companies and Agents 





ST. LOUIS, Jan. 8.—There has been 
considerable misunderstanding in Mis- 
souri regarding the final compromise in 
the 1634 percent rate cases and the im- 
pounded premiums. Superintendent 
O’Malley has been attacked by some 
of the papers for paying more heed to 
the agents, companies and attorneys 
than to the policyholders. Some sharp 
editorials have appeared in some of the 
papers. Mutuals and reciprocals have 
gotten into the fray attempting to gain 
favorable consideration at the expense 
of the stock companies. The impression 
is being left that the agents in getting 
full commissions on the entire im- 
pounded fund are profiting to the extent 
of from $525,000 to $550,000 at the ex- 
pense of their policyholders. The 20 per- 
cent refund to the policyholders is not 
affected in any way. The issue was 
solely whether the companies or agents 
should get the money. The companies 
claimed that inasmuch as 20 percent of 
the premiums were returned to policy- 
holders the agents were not entitled to 
commissions. Finally, however, the 
companies yielded. 


Serious Misunderstanding 


Unquestionably there was a serious 
misunderstanding somewhere to the ver- 
bal agreement reached as Superintendent 
O’Malley has frequently said to the 
agents and public that the agents would 
get full commissions. This understand- 
ing on part of the superintendent was 
not carried into the written agreement. 
It was this difference that caused the 
companies to endeavor to restrict com- 
missions to only 80 percent of the $11,- 
000,000 of impounded -premitms. 


Stop Order Issued 


The statement issued by C. R. Street, 
western manager of the Great American 
and chairman of the subscribers actua- 
rial committee, received wide publicity 
in Missouri papers. Judge Seveir of the 
Cole county circuit court has been di- 
rected by the Missouri supreme court to 
take no further action in the application 
of former Attorney General J. T. Bar- 
ker, F. E. Jacobs and G. C. Weatherby, 
all of Kansas City, for a partial fee of 
$150,000 for their legal services for the 
so-called restitution case. Mr. Seveir 
began the hearing on the attorney’s ap- 
plication but the higher court issued a 
stop order at the request of the attorney 
general who acted for the governor. 
Messrs. Barker and Jacobs have been 
paid fees totaling $158,500 for their 
work in connection with the 1922 rate 
case but Mr. Weatherby, who entered 
the case in 1930, has received no allow- 
ances. 


Attorney Wants 20 Percent 


The $15¢,000 the three attorneys are 
now seeking would be partial compen- 
sation as they have indicated they would 
later ask the court for a final allowance. 
Mr. Barker has indicated that he re- 
gards 20 percent of a $2,750,000 fund 
now impounded by the Cole county cir- 
cuit court as a “modest” legal allow- 
ance for himself, Jacobs and Weatherby. 
The $2,750,000 represents refunds of ex- 
cess premiums collected between Nov. 
15, 1922, and Aug. 8, 1929, which various 
fire companies were unable to pay direct 
to policyholders entitled to such re- 
funds.

Allen C. Guy Speaks at 
Ohio Asscciation Meeting 





IMPORTANCE OF TWO CLAUSES 





Declares That There Is Great Differ- 
ence Between Loss Payable and 
Mortgage Provisions 





In an address replete with references 
to court decisions, Allen C. Guy, Co- 
lumbus, O., manager of the Western Ad- 
justment addressed the Fire Underwrit- 
ers Association of Ohio on “Loss Pay- 
able and Mortgage Clauses.” Mr. Guy 
told of the importance and effect on the 
insurance contract of the loss payable 
clause and standard mortgage clause 
and said there is considerable difference 
between the two clauses. 

Mr. Guy declared that “contrary to 
the great weight of authority in other 
jurisdictions, it does not appear that 
the standard mortgage clause is a sep- 
arate and distinct contract in Ohio but 
to the contrary it becomes a part of the 
original contract and is separate and 
distinct only as to the provisions there- 
in, and must be subservient to all other 
provisions of the original contract.” 


Use of the Clause 


“The loss payable clause,” said Mr. 
Guy “should only be used in insuring 
personal property. The standard mort- 
gage clause should only be used when 
insuring real estate. It may be fatal to 
the rights of the company if this clause 
is used when insuring personal prop- 
erty. Probably a more essential differ- 
ence is that the loss payable clause is 
not considered as a separate contract 
with the loss payee, while the standard 
mortgage clause is rather generally so 
considered. The loss payee under the 
loss payable clause stands in no better 
position than the assured. The loss 
payable clause is not notice to the com- 
pany that the building stands on leased 
ground, when policy is voided as to the 
assured upon this defense, it also is 
voided as to loss payee. 

“We believe that the most outstand- 
ing fact as to the loss payable clause 
is that, contrary to general understand- 
ing, it is not even notice to the com- 
pany of the existence of a chattel mort- 
gage. Where a policy carries a loss 
payable clause, the insured cannot can- 
cel without the consent of the loss 
payee. It is rather definite that a viola- 
tion by the assured of any provision of 
the contract also voids loss payee’s in- 
terest. There appear to be in use in 
the state of Ohio more than 100 dif- 
ferent mortgage clauses. Probably the 
most essential difference in these clauses 
is, however, that pertaining to con- 
tribution. There are two important 
classes of standard mortgage clauses,

Brokers Licensing Bill Is 
Passed by Illinois House 











SPRINGFIELD, ILL., Jan. 8—The 
Illinois house of representatives by a 
vote of 90-4 today passed a bill spon- 
sored by Senator Thomas Keane, Demo- 
crat, Chicago, calling for licensing of in- 
surance agents, brokers, and solicitors 
by the state insurance department. 

The bill, however, is to be returned to 
the senate for concurrence in a house 
amendment which was urged by officials 
of Chicago. The amendment provides 
that nothing in the act shall affect the 
power of cities and villages to tax, li- 
cense, and regulate insurance brokers. 

The Keane measure does not carry 
an emergency clause and if approved by 
Governor Henry Horner it will not be- 
come effective until next July 1. It 
replaces a former ‘licensing act which 
had been ruled invalid. The test case 
now is pending in the state supreme 
court here.

Heltzen Dismissed; Cannon 
Rhode Island Commissioner 





O. L. Heltzen, Rhode Island commis- 
sioner for nearly three years who last 
year was reduced to deputy chief upon 
a change in the political complexion of 
the state, was dismissed this week by 
the governor, and Peter Lee Cannon, 
a Providence lawyer and Democrat, was 
appointed commissioner. 

Commissioner Heltzen had been ac- 
tive in raising the standards of agency 
qualifications and in codifying insurance 
laws. Mr. Cannon had been an active 
candidate for attorney-general and pre- 
viously had been an unsuccessful can- 
didate for probate judge. He was born 
in Providence in 1897 and graduated 
from Brown University and Harvard 
Law School. He was a lieutenant 
overseas in the world war and a lieu- 
tenant colonel on the staff of Governor 
Green. 

John G. Keenan, a Pawtucket insur- 
ance agent, was appointed deputy chief 
to succeed L. W. Ballou. He is a na- 
tive of Pawtucket where he was born 
in 1886 and has been four times an un- 
successful candidate for mayor. 


Plans Rate Reduction 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.—A gen:

structures is planned by the Pacific

| Companies Pay Commission 
on All Impounded Funds 





AGENTS WIN IN MISSOURI 





In Order to Maintain Harmony It Was 
Felt Desirable to Yield 
to Pressure 





The Western Underwriters Associa- 
tion after a conference with Superin- 
tendent O’Malley of Missouri has 
yielded to his mandate that full commis- 
sions be paid to agents in that state on 
all impounded premiums. Evidently 
there was a verbal misunderstanding as 
to this feature of the agreement. The 
companies committee, headed by C. R. 
Street of the Great American felt that 
it was well understood that the com- 
panies would not pay commissions on 
return premiums, that being in violation 
of a rule of the organization which is 
generally recognized everywhere. Super- 
intendent O’ Malley had a different opin- 
ion as seemingly did the agents. 


Wanted Harmony to Prevail 


The Western Underwriters Associa- 
tion people evidently believe that this 
decision w hile it had to be made to keep 
peace in the family and to reconcile 
differences, cannot be regarded as a 
precedent and is really in violation of 
a fundamental principle of the busi- 
ness. Yet they consider it wise to make 
the sacrifice rather than to delay ex- 
pensive and lengthy litigation. 

Mr. Street and his committee could 
not bind the companies to pay the full 
commissions, neither could the govern- 
ing committee of the W. U. A. It was 
necessary to submit the question to a 
vote which required telegraphic an- 
swers. A controlling majority was se- 
cured with considerable difficulty. 

There was a substantial minority of 
company executives who believed it 
were better to go ahead with the litiga- 
tion rather than to submit to a violation 
of a rule that was regarded as funda- 
mental. However the majority had the 
deciding voice and hence yielded to the 
state authorities. This case has been in 
court for 13 years and therefore was 
nearing final adjustment. 

The companies, it is stated, will not 
be in a position to make payments to 
agents before April 1. Cases still pend- 
ing in the state court will not be dis- 
turbed until final disposition of them 
has been made. 


Angus Succeeds Cooper as 
U. S. Secretary of Northern 





Charles W. Cooper, secretary of the 
United States branch of the Northern 
Assurance, has retired after serving the 
company for 33 years. He began his 
insurance career with the Lancashire 
Fire and when it was reinsured and re- 
tired from the United States he joined 


He 
later became associated with the 
Northern. 


Robert C. Angus, chief accountant of 
the Northern, was appointed to succeed 
Mr. Cooper.

SUPERINTENDENT PINK REPORTS 


Fire companies benefited last year 
from the rise in market quotations of 
securities with gains in surplus posi- 
tions, and also from the low level of 
fire losses, Superintendent Pink of New 
York notes in a statement. Rate reduc- 
tions were made effective in many clas- 
sifications, he said, and future trends 
will determine what further rate changes, 
if any, will be warranted. The loss ratio 
curve appears to be starting upward. In 
general the business is in a position to 
meet any situation that may develop. He 





said premium volume still is below nor- 
mal, but this should be corrected as busi- 
ness conditions improve. The marked 
falling off in number of companies forced 
to close their doors, he said, is the best 
indication of gains made in insurance 
during the year, every branch of the in- 
dustry showing improvement. In the 
period 1932-1934, inclusive, 20 delinquent 
companies, exclusive of title and mort- 
gage, were taken over by the depart- 
ment, but in 1935 only one company, 
which was successfully rehabilitated in 
a few weeks, resulting in resumption of 
business.

PROTEST EXCESS COMMISSION 


As an outgrowth of excessive compe- 
tition for the available fire business, Su- 
perintendent Pink of New York has sent 
a letter to Harold M. Hess, manager of 
the New York Fire Insurance Exchange, 
demanding restrictions against the pay- 
ment of excess commission in obtaining 
fire insurance business. The superin- 
tendent requested that his letter be read 
at the Jan. 8 meeting of the exchange. 

The letter pointed out that the insur- 
ance department was concerned over 
reports regarding the placing of fire 
business at excess commission, and that 
unless the exchange can curb the excess 
commission evil, the welfare of the busi- 
ness will necessitate action by the de- 
partment. “Company representatives, 
agents and brokers who violate their 
pledges should be properly discinlined,” 
the letter stated and concluded with: 
“Whether treated as loans, refunds, ex- 
penses, mark off or as unfilled promises 
of excess allowances, excess commission 
payments should be and must be defi- 
nitely eliminated. We offer you our 
assistance in eradicating this evil.”

Texas Centennial Takes Excellent Pre- 
cautions in Protection, Safe Con- 
struction and Alarms 





DALLAS, Jan. 8.—Fire protection on 
the grounds of the $15,000,000 Texas 
centennial exposition in Dallas, June 6 
to Nov. 29, will be a closely knit sys- 
tem equal to fire fighting means pro- 
vided congested districts in metropol- 
itan areas. 

Fifty automatic signal boxes will be 
scattered over the 200-acre exposition 
park. The signal system, including sev- 
en master boxes in close proximity of 
the largest exhibit buildings, cost $8,000. 

A fire department headquarters costing 
$30,000, fully equipped, is centrally lo- 
cated on the grounds. It will also house 
the exposition police. 

Alarms also will be flashed to down- 
town stations, bringing the entire Dallas 
department into instant action. A branch 
station of the city department is located 
just outside the main entrance to the ex- 
position. 

Fire dangers have been greatly les- 
sened by the policy of requiring con- 
struction to be of non-inflammable mate- 
rial and draft control. Exhibitors are 
prohibited from using inflammable mate- 
rial in their decorative designs. 

Additional protection is afforded by 
guards and sentinels making the rounds 
at all hours. 

Instead of scattering insurance 
through many agencies, exposition ex- 
ecutives have perfected a blanket policy 
contract. This blanket policy provides 
for fire insurance on a basis of 80 per- 
cent of the insurable values of buildings, 
provides automatic coverage and is han- 
dled on a monthly reporting basis.

The last 
three named act in similar capacities for 
the American Marine Insurance Syndi- 
cate. 

The subscription capacity of the 
Builders Risk Syndicate is $6,000,000 on 
a single risk. It was formed at the in- 
stance of the Navy department which 
desired contractors for construction of 
naval vessels to secure coverage of not 
less than $5,000,000. Some 49 com- 
panies have signed the agreement. It 
was announced byj Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson that after Jan. 1 all 
shipbuilders risk insurance on American 
naval vessels under construction in pri- 
vate yards must be underwritten by 
American companies. The government 
does not carry any insurance on ves- 
sels built in navy yards. Heretofore 
about 30 percent of the insurance was 
carried in foreign and 70 percent in 
‘domestic companies. 





: Use of Marine Form Is 


Means of Saving Line 





LOUISVILLE, Jan. 8—The entire 
line of the Louisville Railway Company, 
which formerly was controlled by sev- 
eral agents, now is handled by the Fi- 
delity & Columbia Fire agency, which 
previously had a part of the business, 
and is now written under a combina- 
tion marine coverage, using bureau rates 
on buildings and machinery, and giving 
a broader coverage than before existed, 
at lower cost to assured. 

Frank Bosler, general manager 
agency, said the railway officials told 
him a more attractive plan had been 
offered. It developed the proposal was 
on a cut-rate basis. By working out the 
marine coverage, which takes care of 
fire, tornado, hail, collapse, transporta- 
tion, etc., a much better rate could be 
quoted. The line amounting to $2,300,- 
000 is being written in three companies, 
Firemen’s of Newark; Continental of the 
America Fore fleet, and the Travelers. 
Commissioner Brown of Kentucky ap- 
proved the program. 





Must Pay for “Atlantique” 





Insurance Companies Lose Case and 
Are Caught for the Sum of 
$11,200,000 





NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The highest 
French court has ordered full insurance 
to be paid on the liner “Atlantique,” 
which burned on its trial run, April 1, 
1933. The order compels 88 insurance 
companies pay $11,200,000, thus ending 
the two-year battle between the car- 
riers and shipowners. The contention 
of the shipowners was that they were 
not responsible for the equipment of 
the vessel and that nothing which might 
affect the risk assumed by the com- 
panies was presented to the court. 


Weekly Meetings Are Held 


Inland Marine Underwriters and Truck- 
ing Officials Are Discussing the 
Bill of Lading 











NEW YORK, Jan. 8—Weekly meet- 
ings are now being held by inland ma- 
rine underwriters and trucking officials. 
The bill of lading is the chief topic for 
discussion and at present it looks as if 
the form used by the rails may be the 
one followed. There is nothing definite 
on this, however, but signs point that 
way. Another question which is being 
discussed is that of certificates furnished 
the carriers by the insurance compa- 
nies. The certificates would testify as 
to the amount of liability carried by the 
truckman, but as the plan now stands, 
there are several gaps which must be 
filled. While the truckman may have a 
certificate showing $5,000 liability which 
more than covers the load he is carry- 
ing for one shipper, that load may not 
be the only one he is carrying in his 
truck at one time and the value of his 
entire cargo is likely to far exceed his 
liability. An answer to this problem, as 
well as to many others, will have to be 
found before much progress can be 
made.

EXPERIENCE IN THE WEST 


Fire companies in Western Underwri- 
ters Association territory last year came 
out with a profitable experience. Dur- 
ing the first five months there were fair 
premium gains but after that the ratio 
of increase did not keep up. Some com- 
panies ended the year with a reasonable 
increase, others broke even and _sstill 
others report a decline in premiums. The 
effort to maintain premium volume is 
one of the real problems confronting 
companies because of severe competition 
up and down the line, both on part of 
so-called outside stock companies and 
mutuals. Companies are now beginning 
to feel the effect of decreased rates and 
the 1936 figures will certainly reflect the 
lower tariffs. 

Some companies were able to show an 
increase largely because they put on 
extra steam in inland marine and auto- 
mobile departments. Losses began to 
be more numerous, starting the second 
week in December and they have been 
coming at a more lively rate the last two 
weeks. 

Most companies in tabulating the 
number of daily reports received find 
that the total number of transactions 
last year surpassed those of the year 
before, but with lower rate levels the 
proportionate increase in premiums was 
not made.

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Question of Contribution 











The interest of insurance men gen- 
erally in the supplemental contract is 
graphically illustrated by the number 
of letters which THE NATIONAL UNDER- 
wriTER has received commenting on the 
“Question of Contribution” which ap- 
peared originally in the issue of Dec. 
12 and was later commented on in the 
issue of Jan. 2. Discussion on the first 
question, involving a hypothetical as- 
sured who carried $2,000 fire insurance, 
$2,000 windstorm and $4,000 fire with 
supplemental contract, has apparently 
subsided, with nearly every one unani- 
mous in the opinion that the assured 
in that case, ignoring coinsurance re- 
quirements, could collect any wind- 
storm loss in full, 


Another Question Raised 
The last article on this question, how- 
ever, contained another hypothetical 


example and this has been the subject 
of a number of interesting letters. In 


this case, an adjuster was quoted as 
stating that if the assured carried $2,000 
fire with supplemental contract, $4,000 
fire and $2,000 tornado, there would be 
a penalty on windstorm losses, he stat- 
ing that the assured would have a total 
of $6,000 fire and only $4,000 tornado, 
and hence could collect only two-thirds 
of any windstorm loss. 

A numberi of other adjusters and 
agents contend that the loss should be 
apportioned as follows: The windstorm 
policy, being for $2,000, would pro rate 
with the $2,000 windstorm; insurance 
under the supplemental contract and 
pay half the loss. Since the hypotheti- 
cal loss was $600, this policy would 
pay $300. The supplemental contract, 
being attached to a fire policy in the 
amount of $2,000 and there being a to- 
tal of $6,000 fire. insurance on the prop- 
erty, would pay one-third of the loss or 
$200. Thus the assured would collect 
$500 or five-sixths of his loss.

one being the clause without contribu- 
tion and the other with contribution. 
The former clause has no provision as 
to contribution while the latter has a 
specific clause. 


Conclusions Drawn 


“Where there is no contribution clause 
and the loss is made payable to the 
mortgagee under a separate contract of 
insurance contained in the mortgage 
clause indorsed on the policy, the plain- 
tiff is not obligated to accept from the 
defendent only its pro rata share with 
other insurance for the amount of the 
loss suffered by the property. It is en- 
titled to have its security remain unim- 
paired by the fire up to the amount of 
its insurance and to have in place of the 
loss sustained the amount of cash which 
it would receive from the policy. The 
defendant is protected by its mortgage 
clause under its right of subrogation, so 
that upon payment of the amount of the 
loss it can be subrogated to a share in 
the mortgage which the amount paid 
bears to the amount of the mortgage, 
and assert the mortgagee’s right under 
the mortgage to that extent, or pay the 
full amount of the mortgage debt and 
receive an assignment of the mort- 
gagee’s collaterals.”

To Whom Acts Apply 


The federal act applies to all who em- 
ploy as many as eight individuals who 
work anywhere in the United States (In- 
cluding the Territories of Alaska and 
Hawaii) a day or more of any week 
for 20 weeks during the calendar year 
with some exceptions. 

Up to this time laws have been en- 
acted in the following states, but it will 





be observed the federal act applies 
whether or not there is a state enact- 
ment: Alabama, California, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, New York, Okla- 
homa, Oregon, Utah, Washington, Wis- 
consin and District of Columbia. 


STUDY NEW CALIFORNIA ACT 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8—Officials 
of the California Association of Insurance 
Agents are taking an interest in the 
state unemployment insurance act 
which is now in effect for the purpose 
of securing a ruling regarding licensed 
solicitors. Under the California law, 
a solicitor is defined as_ being 
employed to aid an insurance agent or 
broker in transacting insurance other 
than life. So far the brief which is to 
be prepared and presented to the unem- 
ployment reserves commission by the 
life companies has not been completed 
and it may be that the California Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents will pre- 
sent a brief simultaneously with the life 
companies regarding the status of fire 
and casualty agents and solicitors. Plans 
for the presentation of such a brief are 
now under discussion by officials of the 
California Association of Insurance 
Agents. It is expected the life com- 
panies brief will be presented within the 
next week or ten days following a meet- 
ing of life leaders in southern California. 


Explosion Cover Under 
Supplemental Contract 





In the Jan. 2 edition, under the head- 
ing “Find Agents Fear Not to Sell Sup- 
plemental Contract,” there appeared the 
statement that the explosion coverage 
under the supplemental contract differs 
from that given by the simple explosion 
policy in the riot and civil commotion 
policy in that it excludes liability for 
explosion from any pressure container. 
Unfortunately reference was made to an 
obsolete form. All states in Western 
Actuarial Bureau territory have elimi- 
nated this exclusion and the supple- 
mental contract now gives the same ex- 
plosion cover as the simple explosion or 
the riot and civil commotion policy, cov- 
ering all explosion except that originat- 
ing within steam boilers. 

In one respect, the explosion cover 
under the supplemental contract is 
broader than that under the simple ex- 
plosion or riot policy. The latter con- 
tracts limit liability for damage to glass 
to 10 percent of the value of the insured 
building, while the supplemental con- 
tract has no such limitation. 


Rule on Incorporated Agency 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 8.—A domes- 
tic corporation, authorized by its char- 
ter to transact the business of insurance 
agency, may be licensed as an agency 
for a fire or casualty company where 
the persons who are to act for the cor- 
poration possess the qualifications re- 
quired of an agent and are licensed 
therefor, according to an opinion ren- 
dered the Ohio department by Attorney 
eneral Bricker. 


Shows Good Gains 


The Town Mutual Dwelling of Des 
Moines in 1935 showed the best pre- 
mium collections in five years. Net as- 
sets increased $178,000 and there was 
an increase of $17,800,000 in insurance 
in force which at this time totals $480,- 
006,000. Assets are in excess of $1,- 
390,000. The Town Mutual Dwelling 
operates in four states, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, South Dakota and Colorado.

Comment on Use of “And/or” 





The recent decision in Wisconsin in- 
volving the term “and/or” has brought 
out considerable comment. J. A. Mc- 
Clelland of Chicago, general adjuster of 
the Great American, who is president of 
the Western Loss Association, has sent 
out the following bulletin to that com- 
pany’s field men in the western depart- 
ment. 

“Where a policy is issued to John 
Doe and/or Richard Roe, it may cover 
one, two or three distinct interests in 
the property described therein. First, 
it may cover the interest of John Doe 
individually; second, the interest of 
Richard Roe individually; and third, the 
interest of both jointly. It is reason- 
able to suppose that if one of the parties 
violates the policy it will be void only 
as to his individual interest, and may 
be as to the joint interest, but not as 
to the interest of the party who did not 
violate it. 


Can Not Be Safely Issued 


“The question arises when a policy is 
written with the words “and/or” as part 
of the assured’s name how to draw 
a draft in case of loss so that the en- 
dorsements may constitute a valid re- 
lease. As a rule all loss drafts are 
drawn exactly as the policy is written 
and generally this is correct, but not 
when a policy is written in this manner. 


The consensus of opinion is that the 
endorsement of the draft by some one 
of the parties is sufficient to enable 
him to collect, and that the company 
will not be released of liability as to any 
subsequent claim by the other party 
mentioned in the policy. It is obvious 
therefore that a draft cannot safely be 
issued in the manner indicated for the 
following reasons: 


Reasons Are Given 


“(1) If the loss involves property of 
one party only, and he files the claim, 
and the draft falls into the hands of the 
other party who collects on his own en- 
dorsement, the company is not released. 

“(2) If the claim is made by both 
parties on property belonging to each 
individually and the draft is endorsed 
by one party only, the company is not 
released as to the interest of the other. 

“(3) If claim is made by one party, 
for the full face of the policy for loss on 
property belonging to him individually 
and the draft is endorsed by him only, 
and if a later claim is made for the full 
face of the policy by the other party 
for loss of his individual interest in the 
property, the company would be com- 
pelled to pay the second claimant to the 
extent of his ratable interest in the pol- 
icy. In other words there is the pos- 





sibility of paying in excess of the face 








Lessons in Long

Many stories are told by friends and 
acquaintances of the elder Mr. North’s 
activities. Despite his age he is still 
erect in his bearing, watks with a firm 
step and drives his own car every day. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. North are in ex- 
cellent health and do not need glasses 
except for fine print. Mr. North is still 
active in his business and when a 
friend called at his home recently he 
found him in the back yard indulging 
in the mild exercise of chopping wood.

of the policy in settlement of the two 
claims. 

(4) If claim is made by one party, 
only, for loss on his individual interest 
in the property and the other party 
gives a release or authorizes payment to 
the first party, the draft could of course 
be made payable to the first party only. 
This naturally leads one to question 
whether there is any advantage in so 
issuing a policy, but when it is so is- 
sued the insurers are entitled to full 
—_ complete releases in the event of 
oss. 

‘The only safe course in paying the 
loss is to issue the draft to John Doe 
and Richard Roe, or preferably to John 
Doe; Richard Roe, and require that 
they both endorse it.”

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Directors Should Direct 


One subject was injected into the meet- 
ing of the AMERICAN AssocraTION oF UNI- 
VERSITY TEACHERS OF INSURANCE at New 
York City which we regard as highly 
important and one that should engross 
the attention of all of us. Superintendent 
Pink of the New York department in 
his valuable paper referred to the respon- 
sibility of directors and officers of insur- 
ance companies and the plight of policy- 
holders and claimants when a company 
fails. He stated that when a company 
falls into the hands of his department a 
careful scrutiny is made by accountants, 
lawyers and deputy superintendents to 
ascertain whether any action of the direc- 
tors or officers contributed to its downfall, 
whether there was peculation and personal 
profit or if there was only negligence or 
carelessness. If anything is done that can 
be laid on the shoulders of officers or 
directors then it is the duty of the depart- 
ment to bring action against those respon- 
sible. 

Superintendent Pink said that prior to 
the economic crisis very few companies 
failed. Following the economic crash a 
number of companies failed and in New 
York a greater part of the title and mort- 
gage companies collapsed, they being under 
the jurisdiction of the insurance depart- 
ment. Action was brought against officials 
and directors of these mortgage companies 
and some of the insurance companies. 

Superintendent Pink makes this obser- 
vation which should sink into the mental 
foundations of all officers and directors: 
“These actions have a salutary effect. 
They have brought home forcibly to 
the mind of every director of every 
large financial institution the fact that 
it is the duty of a director to direct. 
Many of these men are guilty only of 
being directors. Many are not responsible 
for positive acts of waste or personal 
profit. But they lent their names. Hence- 


forth no man of standing can afford to 
merely lend his name to any company 
dealing with public moneys. He must 
know what is going on, take part in the 
administration and accept responsibility 
for his acts.” 

We regard that statement from Super- 
intendent PINK as significant and vital. 
He lays down a course of conduct for 
those who are chosen as directors of com- 
panies that certainly should be observed. 
Company managements feel that people of 
distinction whose names are known far 
and wide, who have great influence in the 
community, should be on the board. They 
have no time nor do they take the oppor- 
tunity to make any investigation of what 
is going on. They are truly rubber stamp 
directors. It is due to this rubber stamp 
attitude that we have had insurance col- 
lapses and that perfidy and recklessness 
have been uncovered. It is well that the 
superintendent of the great state of New 
York should put his finger directly on one 
of the weaknesses of insurance administra- 
tion. A notable and conspicuous name 
should mean acceptance of responsibility 
by its bearer or that name should not be 
registered on the directorate. 

When wrong doing is brought to light 
then these prominent men run to shelter, 
declare they have done no active wrong 
and claim they are only victims of circum- 
stance. However, the time to appreciate 
responsibility is not after some unwar- 
ranted thing has been done. Insurance 
companies that have directors that actually 
direct, who accept responsibility in its 
fullest sense and who feel accountable to 
all that have relationships with the insti- 
tution they represent are useful and con- 
stitute a ballast of strength. They create 
confidence. It is such directors that 
should be elected to the boards of com- 
panies, and not merely those whose 
names may serve a_ useful purpose. 


Qualifications of Field Men 


Wuar qualifications or attributes are 
most needed on part of fire and casualty 
field men? Looking at the great army of 
workers out in the vineyard, we should 
say that the big demand today is for 
greater knowledge and appreciation of 
what insurance can do, a keener desire to 
study one’s business and its ramifications 
and the ability to pass on to agents prac- 
tical information, business getting ideas, 
suggestions as to office work and routine, 
the capacity to inspire salesmen to put 
forth greater effort. 

There are many field men who have 
simply a smattering of knowledge of what 
they are trying to do. They go through 
life in an artificial way in that they are 


not capable of giving sound advice or 
pointing out the proper course to take 
but wear the mask of make-believe. Many 
field men are not moved with the neces- 
sity of delving deeply into their own busi- 
ness, studying it from every viewpoint and 
so mastering the subject that they are in 
command intelligently on any occasion. 
We all admire a master in his work, how- 
ever humble or great the task may be. 
Many field men are not students because 
they do not get into the habit of digging 
into their everyday problems. They flit 
from agency “to agency, look over the reg- 
ister, pass out some cigars, invite the 
agent to lunch, give a box of candy to the 
office girl, make some scattering remarks 





that really have no significance and then 
go on. 

A field man who is well grounded in his 
occupation, who knows it from end to end, 
has the power of diagnosis and is re- 
sourceful enough to stimulate thought on 
part of the agent to forge ahead and to 
gain the confidence of the policyholders 
and friends. 

Regardless of unemployment there are 
abundant opportunities today for what 
might be termed high grade, resourceful, 
thinking, studious, well grounded field men. 
THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER from time 
to time has executives appeal to it to 
secure this type of field worker. They are 
wanted for higher positions. Field men 
should not be content to be ordinary mine 
run. They should aspire to be conspicu- 


ous in their work and should be eminent 
in the ability to do constructive things. 
They should so guide their mental proc- 
esses that they learn from experience and 
become wise in their judgment and action. 
There is a call today for field men who 
have reached the upper brackets. Too 
many are willing to follow the ordinary 
course, feeling that back slapping, enter- 
taining and good fellowship constitute the 
main equipment for their work. The evi- 
dences of good fellowship are highly de- 
sirable. The ability, however, to aspire, 
to build, to improve is a quality that is 
far more highly rated and will carry 
the agent farther. 

Many men have the capacity to form 
and create but it is not employed. There 
is a call today for 95+ percent field men. 








PERSONAL SIDE OF BUSINESS

Question—If I have a $2,000 fire insur- 
ance policy, with the supplemental contract 
attached, and suffer a $500 fire loss, is my 
insurance applying to all items reduced, 
or just that applying to fire insurance 
coverage? 

Answer—All insurance, under the fire 
and supplemental contract, is reduced by 
any loss paid, until reinstated. Thus, in 
the case mentioned, the assured has only 
$1,500 of insurance, applying to loss caused 
by any of the eight insured hazards, or any 
combination of them, until the policy is 
reinstated. In middle western territory 
outside of Cook county, the policy is 
reinstated only on the basis of the fire 
rate. The rule books, split the charge for 
the supplemental contract into three 
groups and in case of a loss from any of 
the hazards covered by the supplemental 
contract, reinstatement is on the basis of 
the fraction of the premium indicated as 
applying to that group in which that 
hazard falls. In case the supplemental 
contract rate is 18 cents, reinstatement is 
made on the basis of 16 cents for wind- 
storm and hail, 1 cent for explosion, riot, 
aircraft and automobile damage and 1 cent 
for smoke damage. 

In Chicago Board territory, under the 
new supplemental contract, called extended 
coverage, reinstatement for any loss must 
be made on the basis of the rate for the 
extended coverage (12 cents or 16 cents) 
plus the fire. rate.

Question—In fire insurance an agent 
can bind his company. Can he do so with 
the casualty lines? If so, what ones? 

Answer—An agent can bind casualty 
lines to the extent of the authority given 
him by his contract with his company. 
In most cases, this applies to all forms of 
casualty insurance, including automobile, 
liability, compensation, plate glass, bur- 
glary, power plant, etc. Bonds ordinarily 
have to be executed in full before they 
become effective, although occasionally 
fidelity bonds may be bound temporarily, 
provided the agent has authority for this. 


Question—When plate glass which has 
been insured is broken and replaced, is the 
new glass covered by the old policy? 


Answer—Yes.

Ohio Department Announces 
Dates of License Expiration

all certificates of authority and licenses 
of insurance organizations reporting to 
the department will expire June 30, and 
annually thereafter on June 30, except li- 
censes of fraternals and_ reciprocals, 
which will continue to expire annually 
April 1. The annual statements of in- 
suring organizations must be filed on 
or before March 1, the same as for- 
merly, except domestic mutual protec- 
tive assessment fire and live stock asso- 
ciations and credit guaranty companies 
which must file by Jan. 31. All current 
licenses of agents have been extended 
by statute to June 30, and will here- 
after expire annually on that date.

IN THE SOUTHERN STATES 
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Forbids Five-Year Term Plan 


Georgia Commissioner Rules Against 
Plan of Annual Premium Payments 
at Reduced Rate 








Five year term, policies with pre- 
miums payable annually were  pro- 
hibited in Georgia by a ruling of Com- 
missioner Harrison. The order notes 
that the practice has been prevalent in 
the state of issuing an endorsement or 
policy for five year term providing a 
rate less than five times the annual 
rate. He said the assured is permitted 
to pay the premium annually, which in 
turn permits cancellation of policy at 
end of any period. 

“It is therefore obvious,” the ruling 
states, “that under this type of policy 
the assured is in effect only insured 
for one year at a time and pays a less 
rate annually than an assured who pur- 
chases a one year policy. 

“It is the opinion of this department 
that such practice is discriminatory 
against those persons who pay the full 
term period at the time the policy is 
issued. Under the plan of this five 
year term it becomes a non-cancellable 
policy for four years, which is in con- 
flict with the Georgia prescribed stand- 
ard form of fire policy. 

“In this ‘five year term plan’ there 
is manifestly the purpose to avoid set- 
ting up a reserve on the full five year 
term and thus escape the tax on the 
premium.” 

The ruling stated that policies now 
in force under such a plan will be per- 
mitted to continue in effect until their 
next anniversary date when they must 
be canceled or rewritten on a_ basis 
having the department’s approval. 





Kentucky Governor Said to 
Favor State Self-Insurance 





LOUISVILLE, Jan. 8.— Governor 
Chandler of Kentucky was quoted in 
a press dispatch as favoring the state 
carrying its own insurance, pointing out 
to the reorganization commission that it 
is carrying $2,300,000 fire and tornado 
coverage on state property at Frankfort. 
He believes the rates too high and he 
wants the insurance cancelled. The 
policies were written a short time ago 
to run for five years. 





Heavy December Losses 


LITTLE ROCK, ARK., Jan. 8—The 
December fire loss in Arkansas was one 
of the heaviest in several years. Losses 
in 197 fires amounted to $553,710, bring- 
ing the total for the vear to $3,100,000, 
an increase of $283,000.

“their schedules of rates, together with 
any rate making or modifying device 
that they shall at any time employ in 
the rating of risks effective in Okla- 
homa, together with certified copies of 
the policies used and all endorsements to 
be attached thereto for the insuring of 
such risks.” Companies may comply 
with the rule through a joint filing by 
the Oklahoma Inspection Bureau or sim- 
ilar bureau recognized by the board to 
make such filings for the member com- 
panies. All filings should be in the office 
of the board before Feb. 1, but any 
companies not complying with the re- 
quirements before Feb. 28 will not be 
relicensed until the filing has been 
made and approved by the board.

PACIFIC COAST AND MOUNTAIN 





Not Be at Rate Disadvantage 





Pearl Assurance Will Go Along on 
Same Basis as Other Companies 
in Washington 





OLYMPIA, WASH., Jan. 8.—The 
net result of the five-month long 
breach between the Washington depart- 
ment and the Pearl, will be that the 
company will not be placed at a rate 
disadvantage. All stock companies, 
board and non-board, have been devi- 
ating 30 percent on ail classes from the 
rates of the Washington Surveying & 
Rating Bureau. On June 28, shortly 
before the new rate law went into ef- 
fect Commissioner Sullivan notified the 
Pearl that effective July 1 the company 
would not be permitted to use devia- 
tions and that its special schedule fil- 
ings on grain and lumber mills must 
be withdrawn. He held that the Pearl 
could not produce five years’ experi- 
ence “in this or any other state,” as 
the new law required, and until such 
time as it could, must use the pub- 
lished rates of a recognized rating bu- 
reau. 


Asked for Reversal of Ruling 


Shortly after this edict was issued, 
United States Manager Conklin was in 
Seattle attending the meeting of the 
National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners. After conferring with 
Pacific Coast Manager A. L. Merritt, 
the Pearl presented its case to Com- 
missioner | Sullivan and asked for a re- 
versal of the ruling. Mr. Merritt 
pointed out that the ruling was based 
on the false premise that the Pearl had 
not been doing a direct-writing busi- 
ness in this country for at least five 
years. To substantiate this statement, 
the name of the company’s first direct- 
writing agent in New York City was 
submitted. He was appointed Aug. 1, 
1929. The New York and Connecticut 
departments verified the statement by 
wire. However, Mr. Sullivan refused 
to alter his stand and ruled that even 
if the company did appoint a direct- 
writing agent, its volume on this class 
of business did not produce sufficiently 
broad experience to justify the use of 
deviations and special schedules. 


Temporary Injunction Granted 


Application for an injunction fol- 
lowed and the Thurston county 
superior court on Aug. 12 issued a tem- 
porary injunction to the Pearl. The 
company’s case developed two argu- 
ments: first, that it had been doing a 
direct-writing business for at least five 
years; and, secondly, that its reinsur- 
ance business developed experience 
within the intent of the new rate law, 
there being no specific reference to di- 





rect business. When the date for the 
hearing on the application for a per- 
manent injunction arrived, the insur- 
ance department asked for continuance. 
The court announced that the case 
would be stricken from the calendar 
with the proviso that it would be re- 
opened if the department wished to con- 
test the Pearl’s stand further. Con- 
siderable enmity then crept into the 
fracas when the Pearl officials learned 
that its policies were being tagged by 
the examining bureau. This action, the 
company’s attorneys stated in a letter 
to the department, constituted a viola- 
tion of the temporary injunction. How- 
ever, Mr. Sullivan countered with the 
explanation that the company’s poli- 
cies were simply being “earmarked” 
until final disposition was made of the 
case. 

The ‘Pearl has not been using either 
of its special hazard schedules ever 
since July 1, having voluntarily re- 
frained from doing so. These were 
brought into play principally to com- 
bat the General of Seattle and the 
Northwestern Mutual Fire, two home- 
state carriers, that write a large volume 
of mill business.

DENVER, Jan. 8.— Commissioner 
Cochrane of Colorado has announced he 
is prepared to fight to the finish the re- 
cent action seeking his removal, started 
last month by State Senator John No- 
lon, Jr. He said he would file with the 
state civil service commission an answer 
to the charges. He denied he might 
resign rather than oppose the ouster 
proceedings. It has been reported that 
Mr. Cochrane will have to retire next 
year some time, because of reaching the 
age limit set under a new state law, 
but he vigorously declared he would not 
give up his office just to dodge the 
charges. 





Expect Transamerica Corp. 
Expansion in Insurance 





An aggressive expansion program by 
the Transamerica Corporation is antici- 
pated this year. Through its wholly 
owned subsidiary, Transamerica Gen- 
eral Holding Company, Transamerica 
owns the Occidental Life, Pacific Na- 
tional Fire and American & Surety, and 
also has other insurance investments. 

It is thought that Transamerica may 
start to acquire small insurance com- 
panies operating in only a few states and 
later consolidate them with the com- 
panies it now controls. The corpora- 
tion’s bank organization was built up 
in this way, and its history has been one 
of wide expansion, blanketing the bank- 
ing field in which it operates. 


Quakes in New Mexico 


DENVER, Jan. 8—The Mountain 
States Inspection Bureau of Denver re- 
ports that there may be some demand 
for earthquake coverage in New Mex- 
ico as the result of rumbling and shocks 
felt recently around Albuquerque. The 
disturbances have been centered near 
Belen, N. M., which is 30 miles south 
of Albuquerque. The country is not 
mountainous in that section, although 
there is a range of foothills several 
miles away. The topography is entirely 
different from that of Helena, Mont., 
where severe quakes were recently ex- 
perienced,

To Pay Fire Tax Surplus 


HARRISBURG, PA., Jan. 8.—The 
State treasurer of Pennsylvania is pre- 
paring to pay out approximately $900,- 
000 to the various firemen’s relief and 
pension funds from the fire insurance 





tax fund. This payment represents an 
accumulation of surplus funds in recent 
years. 

This accumulation comprised the tax 
collected on foreign fire insurance pre- 
miums in municipalities which did not 
have fire companies or whose organi- 
zations did not have relief or pension 
funds. The payments to be made are 
the first time that any distribution has 
been made of the surplus funds. Pre- 
viously fiscal officers did not send 
checks to municipal subdivisions with 
fire companies or pension funds. Au- 
thority to redistribute the surplus money 
to relief funds already organized was 
given by the 1935 legislature. 





T. F. McCaffrey Dies 


Thomas F. McCaffrey, one of the vet- 
eran agents in Amsterdam, N. Y., died 
there after an illness of some time. He 
had been president of the Amsterdam 
local board. Mr. McCaffrey went to 
Amsterdam in 1884 and in 1887 he and 
a brother, Edward A., formed McCaffrey 
Brothers, doing an insurance and real 
estate business. 


Young Quincy Mutual Head 


J. F. Young, secretary Quincy Mu- 
tual Fire, Quincy, Mass., since 1908, has 
been elected president to succeed C. A. 
Howland, resigned. Harvey MacAr- 
thur was advanced from assistant secre- 
tary to secretary, and P. T. Young from 
special agent to assistant secretary. Mr. 
Howland has been with the Quincy 
Mutual since 1900 and president since 
1918. The new president is a native of 
Millbury, Mass., and has been with the 
company since he was 20 years of age. 
He is also president of the Quincy Co- 
operative Bank and vice-president of the 
Quincy Savings Bank.

Company Wins Unusual Suit 





Disagreement on Amount Due for Par- 
tial Loss on Auto Covered by 
Valued Policy 





Justice John M. Lewis, sitting in the 
central non-jury court of Manhattan in 
New York, recently decided in favor of 
the Atlas Assurance in an unusual suit 
brought by Lester Martin growing out 
of a disagreement as to the amount due 
the plaintiff for a partial loss to his au- 
tomobile, insured under a valued policy. 

The plaintiff had insured his automo- 
Dile against fire and theft under a policy 
containing a value form rider, whereby 
the value of the car was fixed, in case 
of loss, at $700. A fire occurred in which 
the insured automobile was damaged. It 
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was admitted, however, that there was 
not a total loss. The company offered 
to pay the assured an amount which was 
estimated to be the reasonable cost of 
repairing the damage. The assured, how- 
ever, claimed that as a result of the fire 
the value of the car was depreciated, 
even if the repairs should be made. The 
assured therefore demanded the differ- 
ence between the amount for which the 
car was insured and the value of the car 
after the repairs were made. 


Agree on Appraisal 


Subsequently, an appraisai agreement 
was made. Attorney for the assured 1n- 
sisted that this agreement should contain 
provisions similar to the usual form of 
appraisal agreements used in losses on 
buildings, which require a statement of 
not only damages but also the sound 
value. The appraisal resulted in an 
award by the company’s appraiser and 
the umpire of the sum which the com- 
pany had heretofore offered to the as- 
sured as the reasonable cost of the re- 
pairs. The assured refused to accept 
this sum and brought suit. 

At the trial the regularity and proper 
conduct of the appraisal were conceded. 
The sole question was whether the as- 
sured, as claimed by his attorney, was 
“entitled to be indemnified in proportion 
to the loss sustained” by deducting the 
sound value which was stated in the 
appraisal from the insured value; or, as 
claimed by the company, whether the 
recovery of the assured was limited to 
the reasonable cost of the repairs. 

In defending the suit the company 
tendered into court the amount of the 
appraisal, providing for the cost of re- 
pairs to the car, which was accepted by 
the court. 





Give Automobile Statistics 





Some Interesting Figures in Connection 
with the Year’s Output and Con- 
sumption of Material 





The Automobile Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation estimates the year’s output of 
car makers at 4,150,000 machines. This 
absorbed 23 percent of the iron and steel 
industry’s total output. It accounted for 
75 percent of the rubber consumption, 
77 percent of the plate glass produc- 
tion, 39 percent of the lead consumption, 
33 percent of the nickel, 22 percent of 
the copper, 16 percent of the aluminum, 
15 percent of the zinc and 20 percent 
of the tin output. There were manu- 
factured during the year 50,000,000 auto- 
mobile tires. Automobiles consumed 
16,150,000,000 gallons of gasoline and 
485,000,000 gallons of lubricating oil. 





Allege Police Protection in 


Detroit Theft Ring Quiz 





DETROIT, Jan. 8.—Charges that 
certain members of the police depart- 
ment have been in league with a gang 
of tire thieves operating on a large scale 
in Detroit to protect the gang for a 
split of the profits are being investigated 
by Judge Scallen of recorder’s court on 
a grand jury basis. Companies have 
been paying rapidly mounting claims for 
the loss of tires trom cars. 

A police lieutenant, two members of 
the auto squad, Julius Bean, an insur- 
ance adjuster and eight others have 
been arrested. The three police officers 
are charged not only with protecting the 
theft syndicate but with sharing in the 
profits by the taking of bribes. Bean 
was charged with being a “fence” for 
stolen equipment. The police officers 
have been suspended pending the out- 


come of the indictment. Insurance com- 
panies have been paying excessive losses 
on tires and accessories in Detroit for 
several years. Testimony before the 
grand jury indicated that this gang of 
thieves has been operating since 1931.

The Truck Underwriters Association 
is the attorney-in-fact for the Truck In- 
surance Exchange of Los Angeles, a re- 
ciprocal. The entire capital of the at- 
torney-in-fact is owned by the Farmers 
Underwriters Association, which is at- 
torney-in-fact for the Farmers Automo- 
bile Inter-Insurance Exchange. Both 
are under the same management. The 
Truck Insurance Exchange specializes 
on commercial cars at 70 percent of 
manual, 





Gibraltar Business Reinsured 


All outstanding policy liability, other 
than fire, of the Gibraltar Casualty As- 
sociation, Los Angeles, has been rein- 
sured with the Farmers Automobile 
Inter-Insurance Exchange.  Arrange- 
ments for assumption of liability on fire 
risks has been made with the Gulf of 
Texas. Having disposed of all future 
liability, the association is liquidating. 





To Revise New York Rates 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8—Revision of 
existing automobile fire, theft and col- 
lision rates for New York state will be 
determined upon by the department fol- 
lowing its complete study of the expe- 
rience of the carriers some months 
hence. The most recent rate change 
was in August, 1934, so that in its next 
consideration of tariffs the department 
will have the benefit of two additional 
years’ experience. 





Decide on Ohio Plan 


The Ohio Association of Insurance 
Agents, which has been working for 
some time on the problem of insuring 
financed automobiles, has decided to 
proceed legally against finance compa- 
nies, automobile dealers, and insurance 
companies, which operate illegally, and 
to urge members of the association to 
try to obtain this business on a com- 
petitive basis. The association recom- 
mends that each agency form an insur- 
ing connection with some reliable fin- 
ance company or bank, which lends 
funds for automobile purchases, and to 
provide the best insuring service possi- 
ble. It also is proposed that each agency 
should advertise this type of insurance 
service and also that each agency report 
to the association all violations of the 
state insurance laws in connection with 
financed automobile insurance. BS, 
Boynton of Toledo is chairman of the 
committee on finance company insur- 
ance. 





Widespread Service Given 

Practically every state and _ several 
foreign countries were represented in the 
1,771 bills which were received by The 
National Automobile Club for emer- 
gency roadside service outside of Cali- 
fornia during 1935, according to H. E. 
Manners, general manager. There were 
25 percent more requests for reimburse- 
ment for out-of-state roadside repairs in 
1935.

ADOPT COMMISSION PLAN 





Casualty Companies Expected to Be 
More Interested in Line with 
Federal Regulation 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Top commis- 
sion on public liability and property 
damage coverage on long haul truck- 
ing risks has been fixed at 15 percent, 
10 percent to go to the person control- 
ling the line and 5 percent to the 
agency writing it. This arrangement 
was effected at a joint session of rep- 
resentatives of producers’ organizations 
with the conference on acquisition and 
field supervision cost on casualty insur- 
ance. The scale became operative as 
of Dec. 31. 

While some details of the method 
for handling insurance on_ interstate 
trucking concerns remains to be worked 
out, the general program has _ been 
fixed, and it is anticipated a wide ave- 
nue for additional premium income for 
carriers has been opened. 


Sensible Regulations 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, which has jurisdiction over inter- 
statel trucking operations, as it long 
has had of railways, formulated a sensi- 
ble set of regulations the observance 
of which, insurance men believe, should 
place the trucking industry on a stable 
basis. The rigid rules are counted on 
to eliminate irresponsible operators with 
poor grade trucks and overworked driv- 
ers. 

While the new law makes manda- 
tory carrying both public liability and 
property damage indemnity by licensed 
interstate trucking concerns, the I. C. 
C. was loath to create a federal fund 
for granting the protection, and would 
only have done so had it been impos- 
sible for truckers to get insurance from 
private carriers. 


Greatly Changes Picture 


Few companies have been willing to 
write long haul truck risks in view of 
the very unsatisfactory loss experience, 
but now the business presents an en- 
tirely new picture, which many if not 
all casualty companies will regard in 
a different light. 

The I. C. C. while permitting self- 
insurance, will insist that individuals or 
corporations adopting such plan give 
satisfactory evidence of ability fully and 
promptly to meet claims for which they 
may be liable. Adequate reserves must 
be set aside just as in insurance com- 
panies, and reports furnished regularly.

WIND UP LONG ASSOCIATION 


Vice-presidents With Company Since 
Its Early Days Contributed 
Much to Development 





A. Duncan Reid, president Globe In- 
demnity, announces retirement, as of 
Dec. 31, 1935, of Vice-president and Sec- 
retary F. H. Kingsbury and Vice-presi- 
dent W. J. McCaffrey. Both contributed 
much to the company’s development and 
prestige in the casualty field. 

Mr. Kingsbury joined the Globe 
Indemnity in 1911, the year of its organ- 
ization, as superintendent liability de- 
partment. Prior to that, from 1898 to 
1910, he was secretary Pennsylvania 
Casualty, and from 1910 to 1911 was 
executive superintendent United States 
Casualty.

He was active in 
many casualty organizations concerned 
with insurance, having been a member 
of the executive committee of the Casu- 
alty & Surety Underwriters from 1908 
to 1910 and from 1909 to 1910 was sec- 
retary of the board. In 1908 he also was 
a member of the executive committee 
of the Liability Insurance Association. 


Joins Globe in 1913 


Mr. McCaffrey joined the Globe In- 
demnity in 1913. Starting as a young 
man with the Fidelity & Casualty, he 
later joined the underwriting department 
of the United States Casualty, where he 
eventually took charge of the liability, 
burglary and plate glass departments. In 
1902 he joined the New Amsterdam Cas- 
ualty, serving successively as superin- 
tendent liability department and general 
manager, then going with the Globe. 
He was elected to the Globe’s board in 
1919, and was made vice-president in 
1922. 


MecCaffrey’s Many Interests 


He was for many years an active 
member of the executive committee of 
the National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters. He also served on 
the special committee on workmen’s 
compensation rate making, special com- 
mittee on aviation insurance and on a 
sub-committee of the executive commit- 
tee on automobile insurance rates. 

President Reid stated in a letter to 
agents announcing the changes: “They 
have well earned their retirement and 
also the gratitude, respect and affection 
with which they are so richly endowed 
by all members of the ‘Globe Family, 
both at the home office and in the field, 
and among employes and _ producers 
alike. Their example, as officers and as 
men, has been, and will continue to be 
an inspiration to us all.”

W. P. A. Drops Its Insurance 
Requirements in New York 





LIABILITY COVER INVOLVED 





Action Seen as Encouraging for Finan- 
cially Irresponsible Employer and 
Fly-by-Night Companies 





NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Truckmen 
engaged upon projects directed by the 
Works Progress Administration in and 
about this city are no longer required 
to carry public liability and property 
damage insurance. This militates seri- 
ously against responsible and ethically 
conducted concerns and strongly in 
favor of fly-by-night institutions and 
individuals. It likewise means that 
pedestrians injured by many of the 
trucks will be unable to collect dam- 
ages, a considerable percentage of the 
outfits getting contracts from the W. 
P. A. being financially irresponsible. 


Paid $400 A Year 


As coverage for the various forms of 
casualty insurance hitherto required of 
him, the average truckman working on 
W. P. A. jobs paid close to $400 a 
year. Naturally the item was taken 
into account when contracting for 
work. The shifty trucker, now that the 
insurance provision has been deleted 
from the contract, will be able to under- 
bid his responsible competitors, and 
get a considerable percentage of gov- 
ernment work. 


Reason Not Given 


While no statement has been made 
by the W. P. A. as to the reason for 
its extraordinary policy in waiving the 
insurance requirement one story is that 
it was induced through the complaints 
of slow payments by the government; 
parties holding contracts being forced 
to wait considerable periods before get- 
ting their money, and asserting that 
the funds were necessary in order to 
pay insurance premiums as well as gen- 
eral operating expenses. 





Curious Surety Claim Is 


Successfully Contested 














A curious operation in suretyship, 
seemingly akin to a guest claim in auto- 
mobile liability, proved unsuccessful in 
the Rhode Island supresme court. An 
attachment bond was in question. A 
father attached property belonging to 
his son. The son secured a release of 
the attachment by filing a bond with 
the Indemnity of North America as 
surety. This bond provided that if the 
final judgment in the action should be 
paid the bond should be nul!l and void, 
otherwise to remain in full force and 
effect. Father and son filed a consent 
judgment against the son. Then suit 
was brought on the bond. The supreme 
court held that there is a vital differ- 
ence between a consent judgment and 
one rendered by the court, and that 
only the latter was contemplated by the 
bond. Judgment was rendered in favor 
of the company. The case was An- 
drews et al. vs. Indemnity of North 
America. 





Liability Changes 
Are Put in Effect 


Teams Public Liability and Prop- 
erty Damage Rate Revision 
Is Made 


EXCESS LIMITS REDUCED 


Little Modification - of General Premium 
Level Results; Some Classifications 
Are Altered 





Rule, classification and rate changes 
for various liability coverages are an- 
nounced by the National Bureau of Cas- 
ualty & Surety Underwriters effective 
countrywide Jan. 6. 

For the first time in a number of 
years, teams’ public liability and prop- 
erty damage rates have been completely 
revised in all territories. New rates also 
were promulgated for manufacturers’ 
and contractors’ public liability cover- 
age which had not been revised since 


Excess Limits Reduced 


Reductions in excess limits charges 
for teams’ public liability and manufac- 
turers’ and contractors’ public liability 
also were put in effect with adoption of 
a revised excess limits table previously 
adopted for elevator, owners, landlords 
and tenants, products and residence, es- 
tate and farm public liability coverage. 
The new excess limits tables also have 
been adopted for contractual owners and 
for contractors’ protective public liabil- 
ity. 

A number of other important changes 
are made. The definition of one-story 
elevators in the elevator liability section 
has been amended to exclude its use 
in classifying private house elevators. 
In the manufacturers’ and contractors’ 
section, the executive officers’ rule has 
been revised to agree verbatim with the 
executive officers’ rule in the compen- 
sation manual. 


Separate Classifications 


Separate classifications have been 
made of the detective or patrol agen- 
cies, and fire patrol or protective corps 
(when not salvage operations), which 
previously have been maintained as cross 
references to the classification for police- 
men and firemen. 

A special $25 minimum premium each 
for public liability and property damage 
per policy has been instituted for gaso- 
line or oil distributing classificatiotis, 
subject to minimum premium of $10 each 
per location. 

The footnote under colleges and 
schools classifications has been amended 
to make clear that the exclusion refer- 
ring to immediate medical and surgical 
relief applies while pupils are engaged 
in “directed or organized” athletic ac- 
tivities, which was the former intent but 
was susceptible to misunderstanding. 

On the countrywide basis the revised 
teams’ public liability rates show vir-

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Auto Deaths for Year Set 
a New Record with 36,400 





REPORT OF SAFETY COUNCIL 
Five-Year Campaign for Safety Fixes 
Reduction of 35 Percent at 
End of 1940 





Motor vehicle deaths in the United 
States soared to new heights in 1935, 
reaching a total of 36,400, as compared 
with 36,101 for the previous year, the 
National Safety Council has announced. 
The slight decrease anticipated did not 
materialize because of bad experience 
during the final months. Despite this 
discouraging sign the council is going 
forward with renewed vigor in its five- 
year campaign to reduce traffic accidents 
35 percent by the end of 1940. 

More Automobile Travel 


The increase in deaths was also less 
than might have been anticipated from 
the considerable advance in motor vehi- 
cle travel. Auto registration advanced 
4.3 percent in 1935 and gasoline con- 
sumption went up approximately 6 per- 
cent. There was an increase in the num- 
ber of miles the average motorist was 
able to travel without an accident. If 
fatalities had increased as much as mo- 
tor car registration last year, the 1935 
toll would have been 37,500 instead of 
36,400, and had fatal accidents kept pace 
with gasoline consumption there would 
have been over 38,000 deaths. 


Best Record in the East 


The eastern states, including New 
England, made the best 1935 showing, 
compared with the previous year, by re- 
ducing their fatal accidents 3 percent. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island led the 
way with decreases (11 months’ figures) 
of 19 percent and 15 percent, respec- 
tively. Outstanding improvement in the 
midwestern group was shown by North 
Dakota, Illinois and Minnesota, with de- 
creases of 23, 12 and 8 percent. Florida 
and Mississippi showed the most favor- 
able reductions in the south, while in the 
west, Oregon, Utah, Wyoming and 
Montana all showed reductions of more 
than 10 percent. 


Excellent City Records 


Certain cities turned in outstanding 
safety performances in 1934. Among 
these was Milwaukee, which finished the 
year with a rate of only 11.2 deaths per 
100,000 population, the lowest of any 
city over 500,000 population. Provi- 
dence, R. I., in the group of cities from 
250,000 to 500,000 population, had a rate 
of only 7.0—about one-third the average 
for all cities in its group. 

From 1933 to 1934 motor vehicle 
deaths increased 15 percent, whereas 
population advanced only 1 percent, car 
registration 4 percent, and gasoline con- 
sumption 7 percent. In 1935 there was 
an increase in fatalities of but 1 percent, 
just equivalent to the advance in popu- 
lation, while car registration increased 4 
percent and gasoline consumption 6 per- 
cent. . 

In the National Safety Council’s cam- 
paign, 36,400 motor vehicle fatalities - 
be taken as “par.” A reduction of 7 
percent for the country at large will 
mean an actual saving of 2,548 lives; 
therefore, the aim is to reduce deaths 
this year to at most 33,852. 





State Saves Premiums 


Comptroller C. C. Swartz of Con- 
necticut reports a saving of about 
$15,000 a year to the state, as the re- 
sult of the new auto insurance plan. A 
blanket one-year policy recently was 
placed with the Travelers, covering 
1,004 of the cars used in 18 of the 48 
departments and institutions of the 
state. The coverage will soon be ex- 
tended to cover other units of Connecti- 
cut. At present, a master policy pro- 
vides automatic coverage to be applied 
to all cars owned or licensed by any 
department or institution.

Superintendent Pink Gives 
Year’s Casualty Results 





Results in the casualty and surety 
business were encouraging in 1935, Su- 
perintendent Pink of New York declared 
in a statement. Loss experience was 
more favorable, although not so pro- 
nounced as in fire insurance. Many cas- 
ualty and surety companies will show 
underwriting profit for the year, or at 
least no appreciable loss. Taken with 
investment gains resulting from appre- 
ciation in security market prices, the 
year probably will prove to have been 
the best on the whole since the de- 
pression started. 


Occupational Ills Problem 


Workmen’s compensation still pre- 
sents many problems, Superintendent 
Pink said. The revised premium rates 
effective July 1, 1935, representing an 
average of 6.8 percent increase over the 
old rates, were due about 60 percent to 
gains in benefits made in 1935 amend- 
ment to workmen’s compensation law, 
and 40 percent to loss experience. 

All occupational diseases were placed 
under workmen’s compensation law 
Sept. 1, 1935, the so-called dust diseases 
adding a new hazard to risks assumed 
by companies writing compensation. 
Rates considerably below those filed by 
the Compensation Insurance Rating 
Board of New York for the additional 
coverage were approved after public 
hearing in the department. 


Rating Is Problem 


Mr. Pink said no one questions the 
right of employes subject to silicosis 
hazard to benefit from the compensation 
act, but the problem has been to find a 
rating basis that will not impose too 
great a burden on industry and will give 
casualty companies sufficient premium 
income to meet the losses which they 
will sustain. 

Although automobile accidents con- 
tinue on the increase, a recent automo- 
bile insurance rate provision in New 
York will produce aggregate saving of 
approximately $1,300,000 in insurance 
costs.

Travelers Companies Show 
All-Time 1935 Income Mark 


—_——_— 


MANY GAINS MADE IN YEAR 





President Zacher Tells Field Force 
Belief Record Can Be Re- 
peated This Year 





Total cash income of the Travelers 
companies in 1935 reached an all-time 
high, exceeding the previous high of 
1930, preliminary figures show. Cash 
premiums in all lines increased more 
than 6 percent, with material business 
increases in accident, workmen’s com- 
pensation and automobile business. 

Total cash income gained last year 
$8,593,000, to over $218,955,000, of 
which $184,795,000 came from  pre- 
miums on policies issued or in force 
during the year, a gain of $10,932,000. 
The largest single classification, as 
usual, was life insurance with premium 
income $110,903,000, the largest in his- 
tory. Fire and tornado premiums of 
the Travelers Fire likewise set a rec- 
ord. 

New life insurance for which cash 
premiums were paid during the year 
exceeded $551,500,000, 

President Zacher stated, “The pre- 
miums for 1935 show a continuance of 
the gains of the preceding year. This 
progress, while anticipated, is never- 
theless most gratifying and with your 
continued cooperation I believe can be 
repeated in 1936. 2 

The premium figures in various lines 
were: Accident and health premiums 
$13,580,000, liability premiums $7,367,- 
000, automobile casualty premiums $21,- 
781,000, compensation premiums $16,- 
462,000, burglary premiums $2,295,000, 
boiler and machinery premiums $1,235,- 
000, plate glass premiums $699,000, 
automobile fire, theft and tornado pre- 
miums $1,804,000, fire, tornado and mis- 
cellaneous premiums $8,665,000. 


Round Table Will Discuss 
Claim Adjustment System 





ST. LOUIS, Jan. 8—Casualty com- 
pany claim adjustments will be the sub- 
ject of a round table discussion here Jan. 
29 between members of the advisory 
state bar committee for Missouri and 
the representatives of a number of insur- 
ance companies. 

There have been complaints that since 
the state and St. Louis bar associations 
have been active in curbing ambulance 
chasing lawyers some of the adjusters 
for various casualty insurance compa- 
nies have been forcing improvident set- 
tlements for personal injuries on per- 
sons who were ignorant of their legal 
rights, were in financial distress or 
lacked proper advice. The bar commit- 
tees, both state and local, have been 
investigating the activities of ambulance 
chasing lawyers during the past year. 
This campaign has resulted in the dis- 
barment of a number of attorneys in 
various parts of the state for unethical 
practices while several voluntarily sur- 
rendered their licenses to practice law 
rather than stand trial. 

It is understood that the principal 

source of complaint in regard to the 
casualty companies is the work of cer- 
tain lay adjusters, who desiring to make 
a good personal showing with their 
companies have some times been too 
quick to get releases from injured per- 
sons for very small sums. Some mem- 
bers of the bar committee feel that by 
obtaining releases and otherwise adjust- 
ing claims these layment may be prac- 
ticing law. That is one of the questions 
to be discussed at the January 29 con- 
ference.

Will Tabulate Experience 
on 50-50 Plate Glass

WORK BY NATIONAL BUREAU 





Chicago Organization Will Be Taken 
Over by the Parent Body for 
Supervision 





NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers will make a thorough tabulation 
of the experience with the 50-50 plate 
glass policy in Chicago and Cook 
county; seeking to learn what the loss 
ratio would have been had all annual 
business in the territory been written 
under the special form. An earlier tab- 
ulation, admittedly very incomplete, re- 
vealed an unfavorable experience on 
the lower bracket policies. The purpose 
now is to determine what tHe record 
would likely be under a broad volume 
of business and upon the higher rated 
risks. 

The independently conducted Cook 
County Plate Glass Insurance Bureau 
after an existence of three years as such 
will now be conducted as a division of 
the national body. ‘While managed in- 
dependently the membership was hard 
to control, company withdrawals being 
frequent and scant attention paid to 
governing regulations. Under central- 
ized control, such as is the branch of- 
fice in this city, it anticipates improve- 
ment in plate glass conditions in Cook 
county will result. 


New Automobile Measures 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 8—Senator 
Williamson has presented in the state 
legislature a bill requiring all New York 
motorists and all non-residents driving 
in the state to carry both public liability 
and property damage insurance; limits 
in the former case to be $5,000-$10,000, 
$1,000 property damage. As the special 
committee named by the 1935 legislature 
to investigate the general subject of au- 
tomobile coverage has not submitted its 
report, the assumption is no action will 
be taken on the Williamson measure at 
this time. Massachusetts too is con- 
cerned as usual over automobile indem- 
nity, a bill newly offered in its legislature 
calling for the restoration of the guest 
rider liability clause, which was deleted 
from the statute some months ago. 








has no authority, after issuing a valid 
order of revocation, to suspend or re- 
voke such order, except in accordance 
with a section of the code which pro- 
vides that within 10 days after any 
order, other than a final order, has been 
issued by the registrar of motor ve- 
hicles, any person may apply to the 
registrar for vacation or modification 
and for a rehearing. Prompt action 
must be taken on such application, but 
an order denying the application is to 
be considered final. 





Evidence of Auto Cover 
Is Demanded in Canada 











Detroit insurance men are interested 
in the movement launched in Canadian 
border cities to prohibit entry of Ameri- 
can motorists unless they show an ade- 
quate amount of public liability and 
property damage insurance. If such a 
ruling is enforced by Canadian authori- 
ties it should mean considerable in- 
crease in demand for such coverage in 
Detroit and other border cities from 
which a heavy vehicular traffic flows 
across the international border. 

The need for such action was stressed 
by Magistrate D. M. Brodie, of Wind- 
sor, in a pronouncement from the bench 
when he fined a Detroit motorist for 
reckless driving. Testimony showed this 
man damaged another car $150 and a 
judgment against him would be uncol- 
lectible as he carried no insurance. 
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New York Extends 
Data Filing Time 


Experience Under Occupational 
Disease Amendment Will Be 
Required March 1 


CLAIM INCREASE FACTOR 


State Department Finds a Close Disease 
Relationship with Industrial 
Activity and Laxity 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Appreciating 
that the initial three months experience 
by carriers under the occupational disease 
amendment to the state compensation 
law would be of little real value, the 
department has extended until March 1 
the date upon which it will require such 
data, suggesting to the Compensation 
Insurance Rating Board meantime that 
it notify its membership of the change. 
At the conclusion of the six months 
period—the amendment having become 
effective as of Sept. 1—companies, in ad- 
dition to the listing of all claims filed 
thereunder, will be expected to detail 
the reserve set aside for each. 

Whether rates allowed by the depart- 
ment for assumption of the occupational 
disease hazard will prove adequate or 
the reverse, and the extent to which the 
latter may prove to be the case, time 
alone will determine. Company officials 
are naturally skeptical and are writing 
the line with the utmost care. 


Preliminary Study 


In its preliminary study of such loss 
data on occupational diseases as was 
available before granting a rate schedule, 
the department found a close relation- 
ship existed in Wisconsin and such other 
states as had occupational disease laws 
upon their statute books between periods 
of industrial activity and of laxity. When 
employment was below normal, claims 
for occupational disease disability 
mounted rapidly; tapering off as gen- 
eral employment increased. 

Another factor making for claim in- 
creases was the added knowledge had 
upon the subject by workmen. In Cali- 
fornia, for example, compensation law 
covers a number of occupational dis- 
eases; a fact apparently unknown to or 
ignored by the average worker for some 
years. Through the activity of lawyers 
the liability of employers was later ag- 
gressively advertised and claim filings 
increased sharply; demands for indem- 
nity in some cases being made a con- 
siderable period after death. 

When death or injury result through 
accidental means, evidence thereof is 
usually clear. It is a wholly different 
matter, however, to determine the ex- 
tent to which occupational disease is 
responsible for the death or disability 
of an employee. In fact, no clear defi- 
nition as to what. constitutes an occupa- 
tional disease has yet been given. That 
the New York occupational disease 
amendment requires clarification on a 
number of points was recognized when 
the measure was passed and changes in 
it will likely be effected in the near fu- 
ture. Casualty underwriters and labor 
representatives are reviewing the mat- 
ter at the present time. One of the mat- 
ters receiving special attention is the 
definite limitation of benefits under the 
act.

Proposes Discontinuance of 


Bond on Public Contracts 





GIVES LEGISLATURE MESSAGE 





Governor Lehman Makes Recommenda- 
tions on Contractors’ Bond and Re- 
ducing Automobile Accidents 





ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 8.—Governor 
Lehman in his annual message to the 
legislature recommended discontinuing 
the present contractors’ bond for public 
work contracts stating: “The present 
system of putting up a bond for the 
construction of a state project should 
be discontinued. A savings of anywhere 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000 would re- 
sult, construction would be expedited, 
long and expensive litigation eliminated. 
For several years the department of 
public works has urged this change in 
our practice of transacting public busi- 
ness. 


Highway Safety Problems 


Governor Lehman said highway 
safety problems have been aggravated 
by the appearance on state highways of 
an additional 1,139,000 motor vehicles 
and more than 1,350,000 drivers in the 
past decade. No other state, he said 
and no foreign country contains within 
its borders as many motor vehicles as 
New York. Between April 1, 1925, and 
Oct. 31, 1935, 868,777 reported accidents 
occurred in New York in which 29,203 
were killed and 1,075,639 others injured 
of whom approximately 107,500 were 
permanently disabled. 

While the total number of operated 
motor vehicles in the nation the past 
10 years increased 41.7 percent and fatal 
accidents 61 percent and in New York a 
61 percent increase in motor vehicles 
and an increase of only 57 percent in 
fatal accidents was recorded, the situ- 
ation is intolerable, he said. 


Test Driver Thoroughly 


The driver should be given a thor- 
ough test of his ability to drive and his 
understanding of legal requirements, 
traffic regulations, safety rules and driv- 
ing hazards should be tested. Arrests 
as well as convictions should be re- 
ported and fines should be graduated 
progressively according to the number 
of offenses culminating at reasonable 
lengths with suspensions and possibly 
a jail sentence. 

He plans to recommend a substantial 
increase in the number of state police 
as, he said, it is appreciated more driv- 
ers become cautious on police patroled 
highways. 

“IT have become convinced” he said, 
“that it is now time for the state to 
demand compulsory inspection of motor 
vehicles. The maximum speed limit 
should be set at 50 miles an hour and 
severe penalties for violation should be 
prescribed and enforced, he _ stated. 
“Unless corrective results are rapidly 
attained from the program I am sub- 
mitting to you, I would favor the 
mechanical and automatic control and 
limitation of speed.” 


Create Traffic Commission 


He proposed the adoption by the leg- 
islature of a resolution recommending 
to the board of regents the considera- 
tion of including in the school curricula 
the teaching of safety with special ref- 
erence to highway safety. 

“To me, it seems clear that the cre- 
ation of a traffic commission is desir- 
able. I think such a commission should 
be vested with authority to investigate 
traffic conditions and devise means for 
improving them, to advise and assist 
the . officials of cities and incorporated 
villages in their traffic problems, to pre- 
scribe zones and speed limits on high- 
ways outside of cities and incorporated 
villages, to regulate and prescribe the 
installation or removal of traffic signals 
or colored lights which interfere with

Pennsylvania Liquor Store 
Cover to Employers Group 





PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8—Penn- 
sylvania has awarded burglary insur- 
ance on the state’s liquor stores for 
1936 to the Employers group. The 
schedule is said to comprise $5,000 
open stock, $2,500 safe robbery, mes- 
senger hold-up, and one or two other 
coverages. The rate was $50 for each 
of 521 stores, or a total premium of 
$26,050. Bureau companies are said to 
have quoted $59.50 per store. 

Last year the business was given to 
the National Surety at a rate of $134 
for each of 270 stores. The agent last 
year was Clark & Hulme, of West 
Chester. Clark is state senator who 
was convicted in September on charges 
growing out of his efforts to obtain re- 
newal of the liquor store insurance. 

Insurance men throughout the state 
are incensed at an editorial in the Phila- 


delphia “Record,” an administration 
newspaper, shortly after the line was 
awarded. It was headed “Corruption 


Spawns Corruption,” and attempted to 
link casualty companies with the “plun- 
derbund.” The first part of the ed- 
itorial dealt with the conviction of Clark 
and an alleged false affidavit to obtain 
a new trial for him. It was pointed 
out that the total cost of insurance on 
the state liquor stores this year is 
$10,139 less for 521 stores than it was 
last year for only 270 stores.

have agreed upon the rates for a new 
supplementary coverage which will be 
issued as a special endorsement to 
Massachusetts policies to take care of 
the special liability imposed by the su- 
preme court decision in the Gallagher 
case. The new rates have been ap- 
proved by the commissioner. They will 
be in effect until such time as the feg- 
islature sees fit to amend the law and 
bring all guest rider coverage under 
one head. ; ; 

The companies, as previously, will 
write guest coverage for such liability 
as may be imposed upon the insured 
by the applicable laws of negligence, 
the cost of which will be the same as 
formerly. Supplementary coverage, 
which provides for damages which may 
be imposed upon the insured by Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 89 of the general 
laws, which fixes such liability upon 
the infraction of certain specified rules 
of the road, as interpreted by the su- 
preme court decision will be provided 
by a special endorsement, the separate 
and additional rates for which will be, 
in each class, double the rate fixed for 
ordinary liability determined by neg- 
ligence.

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Successful Contest Is Waged 


Some Interesting Facts Were Brought 
Out in the Campaign in Earls- 
Blain Agency 








When the accident and health de- 
partment of the Earls-Blain Agency in 
Cincinnati held its first sales contest 
during the two weeks preceding Christ- 
mas under the managership of Robert 
Whiteside, first prize, a handsome dress- 
ing kit, was won by George Kirkwood, 
Jr. Prior to the contest he was a claim 
agent and had never sold insurance.

The contest was planned around the 
sale of the $10 automobile accident and 
health contract but the average pre- 
mium on all policies sold was $15. The 
final check up at the end of the con- 
test showed that one-half of the total 
number of persons sold already carried 
either an accident or an accident and 
health contract when they purchased the 
additional coverage. 

First prize was offered for high vol- 
ume, while second prize was given for 
highest number of applications. This 
new department was started in Septem- 
ber and already has produced as much 
business in the three and one-half 
months as was written in the year pre- 
vious. Before taking over the man- 
agership of the department Mr. White- 
side was a traveling representative for 
one of the leading companies and cov- 
ered Ohio territory.

Georgia Business Improves 





Increases Are Shown, Lapsation Re- 
duced, Sick Claims Fall Under 
Combination Negro Policies 





ATLANTA, Jan. 8.—The industrial 
companies specializing in the insuring 
of Negroes are having a good experi- 
ence in Georgia. All of them report 
increases. The mortality is excellent, 
the sick claim record has greatly im- 
proved and there is an improvement in 
persistency. 

Although improvement in general 
conditions must be credited for the good 
showing of these companies, the exec- 
utives themselves have been taking 
steps that have proved effective. 


Sell Combination Pelicy 


These companies sell a combination 
life, sick and accident policy in units 
of 5 cents a week premium. In the 
past that premium provided $10 death 
benefit and $1 a week sick or accident 
indemnity for all ages at issue. In the 
depths of the depression the companies 
found that, under this contract, they 
were paying out about 50 cents of each 
$1 collected for sick benefits. The 
death feature was costing about 7 cents 
and with such experience, on top of the 
salary or commission paid agents, the 
companies were losing money. They 
decided to do something about it. 
Whether the reforms they instituted or 
general conditions are responsible, at 
any rate the sick benefit is now costing 
only about 35 cents. 

One of the reform measures was to 
grade the benefits according to age. 
Some of the companies, for 25 cents a 
week, at the younger ages now provide 
$115 death benefit and $5 weekly in- 
demnity. At the higher ages, however, 
the same premium will buy only $50 
death benefit and $4 weekly indemnity. 
This was done because it was found 
that under the level benefit arrange- 
ment the younger assured had been pay- 
ing too much. 


All Applications Checked 


Another practice instituted was to 

check all applications at the district of- 
fice against previous sickness claims and 
lapsation and to recheck the “apps” at 
the home office. 
_ Some of the companies started mak- 
ing inspections of applications for in- 
surance above $200. Women over age 
40 were limited to the insurance 15 
cents a week would buy. 

No insurance is accepted of Negroes 
over age 50. As part of the reform 
program, a clause has been introduced 
in the policies providing if the applicant 
is over age 50 when the insurance is 
issued, the recovery, in event of death, 
shall be limited to the return of the 
premiums paid minus any sick or acci- 





dent claims that were paid under the 
policy, 

One objective in limiting acceptances 
as to amount and making inspections of 
the applications for higher amounts is 
to cause agents to get their volume 
from more policies. These companies 
would prefer to have two assureds pay 
ing 25 cents each per week than one 
paying 50 cents. ‘There is a greater 
spread and the persistency outlook is 
better. 

Some of the companies allow cash 
values after five years. There has been 
no trouble with the relief authorities 
in Georgia in the way of causing those 
on the dole to sacrifice their insurance. 
The average policy is about $175. 

The principal companies issuing the 
combination contract in Georgia are the 
National Life & Accident, Life & Cas- 
‘alty of Tennessee, Industrial Life & 
Health of Atlanta, Bankers Health & 
Life of Macon, Ga., and Washington 
National, 


Has Gotten Out New Policy 


Massachusetts Bonding Gives Some 
Features as to Its “Superior Dis- 
ability” Contract 











The Massachusetts Bonding has put 
out its new policy called the “Superior 
Disability” which is non-occupational. It 
gives accident benefit from the first day, 
the limit being one year. It gives double 
indemnity for accident due to common 
carriers. The illness benefits commence 
on the eighth day with a limit of 26 
weeks. If sickness results in death dur- 
ing the period for which sickness 
monthly indemnity is paid, the company 
will pay an additional indemnity to cover 
expense not exceeding $50. It allows 
physicians fees up to $8 for non-dis- 
abling injuries. It pays full benefits for 
accidental death or monthly benefits for 
air travel if the insured is a passenger. 
For monthly indemnity of $60 and prin- 
cipal sum $500, the cost is $1.45 a month 
but the first week of sickness is not 
covered without hospital rider. With the 
first week of sickness covered with hos- 
pital rider, the cost is $1.60 a month. 
For women the cost is $1.60 and $2 re- 
spectively.

General Accident Issuing —§ : 
Non-occupational policy 





A non-occupational disability policy 
providing health and accident and acci- 
dental death protection at a flat rate per 
employe, regardless of occupation and 
with no minimum group requirement, is 
now being offered by the General Acci- 
dent. Principal sum can be provided for 
any number of employes at a reasonable 
premium, for accidental death or dis- 
memberment; monthly accident indem- 
nity for total disability for one year; 
monthly illness indemnity for six 
months; also 50 percent additional 
monthly indemnity for hospital confine- 
ment or for services of a graduate nurse. 


Three Plans Offered 


There are three plans, each with $500 
principal sum for loss of life, $1,000 for 
less of both eyes, two limbs or an eye 
and limb; $250 for loss of hand or foot; 
$166 for loss of an eye. Plan A carries 
$40 monthly accident indemnity for a 
year and $40 illness indemnity for six 
months; Plan B, $60; Plan C, $80. Half 
these benefits are paid for non-confining 
illness, limit six months. The full $40, 
$60 or $80 for three months is paid for 
disability from tuberculosis, boils, felons, 
and external abscesses, regardless of 
house confinement. Elimination period 
is seven days. 

Premiums are: Men—A, 95 cents 
monthly; B, $1.35; C, $1.75; Women—A, 
$1.20; B, $1.70; C, $2.20.

Estab- 
lishment of the district office at Chicago 
does not in any manner change or mod- 
ify the status of our Chicago branch of- 
fice which has been in operation for 
several years and is in charge of Moul- 
ton B. Goff, branch manager.”

Not Entitled to Compensation 


LINCOLN, NEB., Jan. 8.—The state 
supreme court upheld the decision of 
the district court that an insurance car- 
rier was not liable for compensation 
payments to a janitor who lost part of a 
hand when he visited a neighboring 
plant to use a power saw rather than 
the hand saw with which his employer 
had supplied him. In overruling the mo- 
tion for a rehearing, the court withdrew 
a part of its former decision, and ruled 
that an injury to an employe does not 
arise out of his employment where, 
when not so directed by his employer, 
he voluntarily performs work in a place 
where his duties do not require his pres- 
ence and where he uses an appliance 
without his employer’s knowledge or 
consent, notwithstanding that the work 
may have been beneficial to the em- 
ployer. 


Can’t Indemnify for Death 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 8.—There 
is no authority of law for the state 
insurance fund to indemnify against 
death in industry, it is held by Attor- 
ney-general Williamson in an opinion.

New Rates for Two Policies 





Metropolitan Life Announces Changes 
Which Were Put Into Effect 
First of Year 





The new rates for the Metropolitan 
Life “Standard Accident” policy and 
“Standard Accident & Health” policy 
which becomes effective Jan. 1 are 
slightly higher than previous rates. Rate 
for $5,000 principal sum and $25 weekly 
indemnity for the “Standard Accident,” 
select classification, is now $23, prefer- 
red $27.60, extra preferred $32.20 and 
ordinary $39.10. The total disability 
clause has been changed to pay indem- 
nity for not exceeding 200 weeks injury 
preventing performing any and every 
duty pertaining to “his” occupation while 
52 weeks was the former limit. Partial 
disability will be paid at the rate of 
one-half weekly indemnity for not ex- 
ceeding 26 weeks as heretofore with the 
additional provision that the indemnity 
shall not be paid for total and partial 
disability combined for more than 200 
weeks, 

“Standard Accident & Health” policy 
rates range from $62.25 for select classi- 
fication for ages 20 to 29 to $100 for 
50 to 55 for $5,000 principal sum and 
$25 weekly indemnity. Preferred classi- 
fication rates range from $66.85 to 
$104.62, extra preferred $71.45 to $109.20, 
while the ordinary rates are from $78.35 
to $116.10 through the same ages. This 
policy now provides one-half weekly in- 
demnity for partial disability for not ex- 
ceeding ten weeks as hertofore, with 
stipulation that all indemnity for total 
and partial disability combined shall not 
exceed 52 weeks. 

While all new business will be issued 
on the new policy forms, renewals will 
be on the forms originally issued to 
policyholders. No change is made in 
death and dismemberment form or rates. 

Dividends equal to 5 percent of the 
accident premium have been apportioned 
on the “Standard Accident” and “Acci- 
dent & Health” policies issued during 
the first four months of the years 1922 
to 1929 inclusive which are in force 
on their anniversary dates in 1936. Ac-

Gasoline Bond Now Upheld 


Michigan Supreme Court Has Sustained 
the Validity of the Act Passed 
in 1935 








LANSING, MICH., Jan. 8—The state 
supreme court upheld the validity of the 
1935 act which provided the secretary 
of state might require a surety bond 
from gasoline wholesalers to safeguard 
the payment of the three-cent gasoline 
tax collected from these firms. The 
Argo .Oil Company, Detroit, contested 
the constitutionality of the statute. It 
was assailed as delegating legislative 
power to the secretary of state in that 
he was permitted to fix the amount of 
bond required. The company had been 
ordered to provide a $15,000 bond, but 
an attempt was made to force accept- 
ance of tax payments without filing the 
bond. The court held with the attor- 
ney general’s department that the 
statute “conferred no legislative or arbi- 
trary power on the secretary of state 
but vests in him merely a discretion to 
be exercised within definite legal limits 
and is not invalidate.” 





State Surety Fund Out 


In the report issued by the Sherrill 
Ohio government survey, recommenda- 
tion was made that the state cease buy- 
ing surety bonds. It was suggested at 
that time that the state might set up its 
own fund. This idea has been aban- 
doned, and it is not expected that the 
legislature will be cailed upon to pass 
upon the question of writing its own 
surety bonds.

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Serious Fire Hazards Found 





Chicago Casualty Engineers Association 
Members to Compile List of Haz- 
ards; Boilers Discussed 





President J. C. Bradley, Zurich, of the 
Chicago Casualty Engineers Associa- 
tion brought out the point that in mak- 
ing casualty inspections, engineers find 
fire hazards overlooked or neglected by 
fire inspectors and the fire companies. 
Conditions in some Chicago theatres, 
hospitals, hotels and other buildings 
could be well described as “awful,” po- 
tential of causing a serious loss of life. 
Fire exits are frequently locked, un- 
workable or used for storage purposes. 
Many times protective shutters on the- 
atre projection booths are unworkable 
and apparently have never been in- 
spected since the initial inspection. 

The association passed a motion that 
members would compile lists of fire 
hazards, giving the risk, location, date, 
and hazard. This information will be 
compiled in a master list and submitted 
to the Chicago fire department. If the 
list does not product results, an effort 
will be made to correct the condition 
through publicity. 

Talks on Boilers 


W. W. Palmer, Maryland Casualty 
told the dangers inherent in hot water 
boilers not equipped with relief valves. 
Mr. Palmer said that by placing the 
valve on the cold water side there was 
very seldom any stoppage. Apparently 
the Chicago city inspection department 
has been lax and many boilers are not 
equipped with valves. The Evanston 
department has been very efficient in 
this respect. Considerable discussion 
was caused and the subject will be 
further considered at a later meeting.

The changes in this section were due 
largely to the constantly declining vol- 
ume of teams’ insurance premium. In 
the teams’ rates, classifications have 








been revised and consolidated, reducing 
the number of classifications from 37 
to 21. Minimum premium for teams’ 
public liability and property damage has 
been changed from $8 to $10 to bring 
into line with minimum premiums for 
other liability coverages. The hired 
teams rules have been revised to pro- 
vide more logical and consistent rating 
methods. 


Small Rate Increase 


In the manufacturers’ and contractors’ 
public liability section the general revi- 
sion of rates is shown in a small group 
of states and a limited number of clas- 
sification rate changes in other states, 
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the countrywide results being a small 
increase in level. In New York state, 
however, there is no change in level. An 
additional rating territory was set up. 

The National Bureau points out that 
the effect of the substantially smaller 
excess limits changes in the new rates is 
to temper increases considerably . for 
risks which carry excess limits. In fact 
similar risks where rates have remained 
stationary gain a reduction, and where 
rates have been lowered, a further re- 
duction.

governors on motor cars of automobile 
law violators and reorganization of the 
department of labor and industries to 
provide for the transfer to its jurisdic- 
tion of the duties of the industrial ac- 
cident board, with workmen’s com- 
pensation benefits extended to nurses 
in institutions, were the outstanding 
recommendations this week in the an- 
nual message of Governor Curley to 
the Massachusetts legislature. 

The recommendations reflect the 
views of the commissioner of insurance 
and are thus embodied in lieu of the 
usuak recommendations of that state 
official. The governor stated that for 
the first time since the compulsory law 
was enacted a definite halt had been 
made in the steadily increasing cost of 
placing a car on the road, and he sig- 
nified the elimination of the guest rider 
clause was a definite step forward. 
Along this line he said: 





Governor’s Message 


“The full effect of this amendment 
will not be experienced until next year, 
but it is in effect partial repeal. The 
presence of guest coverage in the law 
offered the least protection to the indi- 
vidual and the greatest temptation to 
collusion and exaggerated claims. By 
eliminating the guest from the com- 
pulsory insurance coverage the cost of 
placing a car on the road was reduced 
by 8.4 percent. 

“Now that the guest has been elim- 
inated from this law we should turn 
public attention to another weak spot— 
the occupant of the non-negligent car. 
While we have the greatest of sym- 
pathy for any one who is riding in a 
car and is injured by the negligence of 
some one else, we must nevertheless, 
realize that claims in this class have 
grown from 14,000 in 1927 to 39,000 in 
1934. The remarkable part of the pic- 
ture is that 32,000 out of the 39,000 in 
1934, represent claims for less than 
$100. Preliminary figures for 1935 in- 
dicate that there will be a further in- 
crease in the number of these claims 
for this year. Thus does the small 
claimant nullify the excellent record of 
our state. 

“In the same period of time there has 
been no appreciable increase in the 
claims made and paid for death and in- 





jury of pedestrians on the highways of 
the commonwealth, so that it must be 
apparent to every thoughtful individual 
that there is serious question as to the 
validity of the large number of the 
39,000 claims by occupants of automo- 
biles that were made in 1934 and an 
equally large if not larger number for 
the year 1935. 
Cost Must Be Lowered 


“The problem, then, of lowering the 
cost of placing a car on the road is the 
reduction of such claims and the elim- 
ination of the false and groundless 
claims. I believe that this can be ef- 
fected by adequate provision for suffi- 
cient personnel in the registry division 
and immediate investigation of acci- 
dents and more stringent provisions for 
immediate report. If this is not done, 
I can see no alternative other than a re- 
peal of the compulsory insurance law, 
There is need for immediate and dras- 
tic action. I renew my recommendation 
that additional inspectors be authorized 
in the registry of motor vehicles, and 
that the law relating to report of acci- 
dents be strengthened. In addition it 
is worthy of your consideration whether 
violators of the automobile laws may 
not be required to install governors on 
their cars limiting operation to 30 miles 
per hour as a condition of continued li- 
cense. 

Workmen’s Compensation 


Of the workmen’s compensation act, 
he said: 

“The workmen’s compensation act 
as enacted makes provision for the pro- 
tection of laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics and certain other classes of em- 
ployes, but no provision has been made 
for the protection of nurses in the in- 
stitutions. I accordingly recommend 
such additions to existing law as would 
make possible the inclusion of this very 
deserving group within the provisions 
of the workmen’s compensation act.” 

Of the change in the operation of the 
-: accident board, the governor 
said: 

“Reorganization of the department of 
labor and industries is essential if the 
interests of the employer, employee and 
taxpayer alike are to be served. The 
obvious first step, however, is for the 
department to assume the duties of the 
industrial accident board because the 
division of jurisdiction between these 
two agencies defeats the purpose of 
both—the prevention of industrial acci- 
dents and diseases.” 


Chicago Office Leading 

The Chicago office of the Aetna Cas- 
ualty is now tied for first place in the 
qualifying contest for the convention to 
be held at (‘Colorado Spring's, Colo., 
next September. The contest, which 
will be conducted until June 1, provides 
a game line for each month and all 
agencies are divided into pairs, com- 
peting against each other. The Chicago 
office defeated the Boston office in Oc- 
tober, San Francisco in November and 
last month competed against Newark. 
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STANDARDS OF PRACTICE 


As long ago as 1915 the Associated Business Papers, an association of trade 
papers of which The National Underwriter is a member, adopted standards of 
practice to which it asked its members to subscribe in good faith. We reprint 
these standards of practice in the subjoined paragraphs, principally for the reason 
that they express better than we could ourselves, the position that The National 
Underwriter has taken ever since it first began publication. The A. B. P. standards 
of practice are: 


1. To consider, first, the interests of the subscriber. 

2. To subscribe to and work for truth and honesty in all departments. 

3. To eliminate, in so far as possible, personal opinions from the news columns, 
but to be a leader of thought in the editorial columns, and to make criticisms 
constructive. 

4. To refuse to publish ‘“puffs,’’ free reading notices or paid ‘‘write-ups’’; to 
keep the reading columns independent of advertising considerations, and to 
measure all news by this standard: ‘‘Is it real news?”’ 


5. To decline any advertisement which has a tendency to mislead or which does 
not conform to business integrity. 


6. To solicit subscriptions and advertising solely upon the merits of the publica- 
tion. 


7. To supply advertisers with full information regarding the character and 
extent of circulation, including detailed circulation statements, subject to 
proper and authentic verification. 


8. To co-operate with all organizations and individuals engaged in creative 
advertising work. 


9. To avoid unfair competition. 
10. To determine what is the highest and largest function of the field served and 


then strive in every legitimate way to promote that function.
